ahead with assault charges against 
three rookie officers, and conspiracy 
to obstruct justice charges against five 
other top police officials. 

All of the charges stem from a street 
brawl last November 20 between the 
three rookie officers and two men. The 
officers, who were off-duty at the time 
of the incident outside a Union Street 
bar, include Alex Fagan Jr., 23, son of 
the assistant chief, and David Lee, 23, 
and Matthew Tonsing, 28. The three 
entered not guilty pleas last week. 

The obstruction charges remain 
against Deputy Chief David Robinson, 
51, Deputy Chief Greg Suhr, 44, Captain 
Greg Cbrrales, 54, Lieutenant Ed Cota, 
50, and Sergeant John Syme, 41. They 
also entered not guilty pleas last week. 

Sanders has been out on paid 
medical leave since the indictments 
were handed down by a grand jury on 
February 28. Eight of the other offi¬ 
cers have been on unpaid leave, and 
Lee reportedly has been on paid dis¬ 
ability leave since before the Novem¬ 
ber 20 incident. 

Mayor Willie Brown said after the 
hearing that he expected Fagan Sr. to 
return to work Wednesday in the ca¬ 
pacity of acting chief. 

In court Tuesday, Hallinan told 
Judge Kay Tsenin that he was drop*- 
ping the names of Sanders and Fagan 
Sr. from the indictment. 

“In the interest of justice I am re¬ 
questing to strike the names of Earl 
Sanders and Alex Fagan Sr. from the 
indictment,” Hallinan said. 

John Burris, one of the attorneys rep¬ 
resenting Sanders, said in the hallway be¬ 
fore the court hearing that it was unclear 
when Sanders would return to work. He 
said that Sanders, who is being treated 
for high blood pressure, would first have 
to get clearance from his doctor. 

Neither Sanders nor the other offi¬ 
cers were in court Tuesday. ▼ 


Center celebrates first year

A s the clock seemingly 
ticks down to U.S. mili¬ 
tary action against Iraq, 
antiwar activists will hold an¬ 
other in a series of major 
demonstrations March 15. 

Unlike the large events 
held on January 18 and Feb¬ 
ruary 16, Saturdays demon¬ 
stration in San Francisco will 
begin at 11 a.m. at Civic Cen¬ 
ter Plaza, rather than march¬ 
ing from the Embarcadero. At 
noon, there will be a march 
from Civic Center to Jefferson 
Square Park at Turk and Lagu¬ 
na, taking the protest out of 
the downtown area and into the neighbor¬ 
hoods. 

The San Francisco demonstration - initi¬ 
ated by Act Now to Stop War and End Racism 
and endorsed by a host of other groups in¬ 
cluding United For Peace and Justice, Bay Area 
United Against the War, and Not in Our Name 
- will coincide with an “emergency conver¬ 
gence” at the White House in Washington, 
D.C. Demonstrations are also expected to take 
place in several other countries. 

“The situation remains urgent, and it is 
imperative that we organize as many folks as 
possible to vote with their feet against this 
war,” said ANSWER organizer Leilani Dowell. 

As usual, an LGBT contingent is planned 
for Saturday’s march and rally, including such 
groups as the Harvey Milk LGBT Democratic 
Club, Lesbian and Gay Insurgents, and Out 
Against the War. OATW’s Kevin Weaver said 
that the queer contingent will meet at United 
Nations Plaza near Hyde Street and the pub¬ 
lic library. 

“War is likely to create the potential for sig¬ 
nificant blowback, giving John Ashcroft more 
excuses to drive more trucks through the 
Constitution,” said bisexual activist Tim 
Kingston of Global Exchange. “As a member

of a group unloved by many in this country, I 
find having an effective Constitution that pro¬

I t sits practically in the center of San Fran¬ 
cisco. And since the building at 1800 
Market Street opened its doors a year 
ago, it has become a center for celebra¬ 
tion and education. A center for networking 
and gathering. 

It also has been the center of controver¬ 
sy. A center for mourning. Even a center for 
political barnstorming and debate. 

It has strived to shed the perception of 
being simply a big gay office building. And 
throughout the last 12 months, the LGBT 
Community Center has lived up to its name 
and promise. 

“It is much more than a building. It real¬ 
ly is a building block and heart for the com¬ 
munity,” said Scott Wiener, co-chair of the 
center’s board of directdfs. 

According to the center’s records, an av¬ 
erage of 8,000 visitors per month come to 
the building to access more than 300 differ¬ 
ent activities: from classes and art shows to 
performances and support groups. The cen¬ 
ter now has a base of 2,100 members who 
pay a yearly fee for membership and its vol¬ 
unteer program has registered more than 
500 people. 

“I think it’s way beyond any expectations 
I have ever had. It is amazing how many 
people have been using the center in the first 
year. I thought it would take a couple years 
to work up to that,” said Randi Gerson, a les¬ 
bian and co-chair of the center’s board. 

People that come to the center represent 
the entire socioeconomic and ethnic spec- 
trums, according to a recent usage study. 
And center officials contend that virtually 
every LGBT organization in San Francisco 
has used the center for activities. 

“We get all of our community together in 
one place, one home. If we can work to¬ 
gether, the center will really have, a major 
impact bn San Francisco’s LGBT communi¬ 
ty,” said Gerson, who lives in Oakland, works 
in San Francisco, and has been involved with 
the center for nearly a decade. 

Memorable moments 

The center’s impact on San Francisco’s 
queer community can be measured in nu¬ 
merous ways over the last year. When trans¬ 
gender teenager Gwen Araujo was brutally 
murdered at a party in Newark, people of all 
gender stripes gathered at the building to 
mourn the death of one of its own. 

Most recently, issues of class and wealth 
equity in the queer community bubbled to 
the surface when a group of protesters from

Director leaves NGLTF

Nurse dead in suspected 00

n AIDS and oncology ward 
at San Francisco General 
Hospital is shaken by the 
suspected drug overdose death of 
a well-respected and well-loved 
nurse. 

“We were unprepared for it,” 
said fellow nurse Terry Perrin. 
“We all miss him a lot.” 

A makeshift memorial has 
been set up for Michael Jendritza, 
47, at Ward 5A where he worked 
for about seven years. 

Another nurse, Isabel McCoy,

said Jendritza was not only an ex¬ 
cellent nurse but had a natural 
ability to lift the spirits of his pa¬ 
tients and fellow workers with his 
warm and upbeat personality. 

“He had a smile coming into 
work and a smile going home,” said 
McCoy. “He had a wonderful way of 
looking at life. Working with people 
with AIDS is very stressful but he 
was able to make us all laugh.” 

Jendritza’s coworkers said that 
they are joined in their grief by the 
many patients whose lives he 
made better. 

Jendritza was found dead last 
Thursday, March 6, in his apart¬ 
ment at the Church Street Bed 
and Breakfast. He once owned the 
hotel before buying a home in 
Palm Springs, Perrin said. Jen¬ 
dritza had an arrangement with 
the new owner allowing him to 
keep a studio apartment in the 
building while he maintained his 
primary residence in Palm 
Springs, according to Perrin. 

A woman who answered the 
phone at the bed and breakfast re¬ 
sponded to an inquiry about Jen¬ 


dritza: “I don’t have time to talk to 
you. I’m sorry.” 

SFGH spokeswoman Gloria 
Rodriguez said hospital employees 
could not comment on the nature 
of Jendritza’s death because any is¬ 
sues he may have had with drug 
abuse were not an aspect of his life 
that he shared with coworkers. 

According to a San Francisco 
medical examiner’s report, Jen¬ 
dritza’s death is suspected to be 
the result of an intravenous drug 
overdose. A syringe was found in 
one of his hands when his body 
was discovered. His exact cause of 
death is pending toxicology tests 
which sometimes take two 
months or longer to complete. 

Jendritza had broken up with 
his partner of several years and 
was currently in a new relationship 
with another man who lived in 
Sacramento, according to Perrin. 

Jendritza’s family is from Ore¬ 
gon. A service is scheduled for 
him in Portland on March 14 and 
SFGH plans a memorial service in 
the hospital chapel a week later, 
on Friday, March 21, at 10 a.m. ▼

Forum Tuesday for 
once daily HIV meds

iPt eople with HIV/AIDS on 
" > complex medication 
1 schedules may benefit from 
once-a-day drugs, which are con¬ 
tinuously being developed and 
made available by pharmaceutical 
companies. The once-a-day pills 
may make 18-pill days a thing of 
the past for some, but much still 
has to be learned about the effica¬ 
cy of the simpler regimens for 
people with drug-resistant strains 
of the virus, and those who have 
been on more complex dosages 
for a long period of time. 

A free public forum hosted by 
Kaiser Permanente on Tuesday, 
March 18, will address the advan¬ 
tages as well as specific concerns 
about once-a-day dosing; held at 
6:30 p.m. in the Oakland Medical 
Center’s main hospital tower on 


the 12th floor, the forum will fea¬ 
ture a presentation by Dr. Michael 
Horberg as well as a discussion. 

“I wanted to put together this 
forum because a lot of people are 
benefiting from simpler regi¬ 
mens, but a lot of HIV-positive 
people are also getting pulled into 
the hype without having all the 
information,” said Luis Alvarado 
of Kaiser’s health education de¬ 
partment. “There is an interesting 
emerging dialogue on the issue, 
and having a doctor who is 
knowledgeable about drug com¬ 
binations will be a great opportu¬ 
nity for people wondering if this 
is the right path for them.” 

Once-a-day pills, according to 
early studies, may be received 
most favorably by people who 
have not yet started medications. 
But once-a-days can also work by 
replacing a drug or two in a per¬ 
son’s routine so that the total pill 


burden is decreased. There are 
considerations, however: compli¬ 
ance must be more strict on once- 
a-day meds, because missing a 
dose means waiting a full day 
rather than a few hours; and some 
once-a-days must be taken at 
times that are not convenient for 
everyone. 

Tuesday’s forum aims to em¬ 
power attendees with informa¬ 
tion about their own possibilities. 
Food will be provided, so an 
RSVP is requested at (510) 752- 
6848. Alvarado also recommends 
that attendees do some prelimi¬ 
nary research on once-a-day 
medications at www.thebody. 
com/treat/onceaday.html. The 
Oakland Medical Center offers

• ers from all over the city, in¬ 
cluding state Senator Jackie 
Speier (D-Hillsborough), and 
with the scion of San Francisco’s 
political establishment, Mayor 
Willie Brown seated behind him, 
Supervisor Gavin Newsom for¬ 
mally launched his campaign for 
mayor from the stage of San Fran¬ 
cisco’s cavernous Bill Graham 
Civic Auditorium and pledged 
that his candidacy will “become a 
movement for change.” 

“Do you want change?” he hec¬ 
tored the crowd. 

“Yes!” roared back at least 
2,000 supporters, as Newsom 
began his campaign for mayor on 
Saturday, March 8 with what he 
called “the largest campaign kick¬ 
off in mayoral history.” 

“I am not afraid to take re¬ 
sponsibility to turn this city 
around,” Newsom said as Brown 
scowled. “We need to clean our 
streets, and we will clean our city 
government.” 

After the rally Brown respond¬ 
ed. “Change? It’s needed. That’s 
what I was about. That’s what he’s 
about. If you don’t change, you 
don’t grow.” 

Speier, who introduced New¬ 
som, said, “He has challenged the 
status quo” and that he “has chal¬ 
lenged what is politically correct, 
to do what is morally correct.” 

Newsom ignited his mayoral 
campaign with his Care Not Cash 
initiative on last November’s ballot. 
The new law will sharply reduce city 
welfare payments and replace them 
with services for the homeless. 

Proponents say that those cash 
payments draw indigent people to 
San Francisco’s streets. 

Critics of the plan say that only 
about 40 percent of San Francisco’s 
homeless population receives gen¬ 
eral assistance payments. The new 
law is supposed to take effect on 
July 1, but is facing opposition from 
the Board of Supervisors over how 
those services are to be provided. 

After his appointment to the 
board by Brown in 1997, Newsom 
has been re-elected three times, 
once in citywide elections, and 
twice as the supervisor for District 
2, which includes the Marina and 
Pacific Heights. 

Many of the attendees at the 
rally were drawn to the event, they 
said, by Newsom’s homeless ini¬ 
tiative. 

Joe Grace, a 28-year old real es¬ 
tate broker who said he first en¬ 
countered Newsom at a San Fran¬ 
cisco Chamber of Commerce 
meeting, said he liked Newsom’s 
“cogent approach to issues of 
homelessness.” 

Ira Lubell, 67, a gay man who 
lives in the South of Market area, 
said “I’m impressed by his ap¬ 
proach to homelessness.” 

“I’m into his Care Not Cash 
stuff,” said Bill Wray, 57, a gay man 
who lives in Bernal Heights. 

On Newsom’s track record for 
LGBT people, Algton Wright, 47, 
said, “I don’t recall hearing about 
his reaction to any gay issues, but 
I have the feeling he will be very 
supportive.” 

Since the implementation of 
district elections in 2000, the 
Board of Supervisors, led until 
this year by Ammiano, has sharply 
disagreed with the mayor on 
many issues, and the disagree¬ 
ments have frequently produced

political gridlock. Like other re¬ 
cently announced candidates, 
Newsom pledged that, “I want to 
pull this city together.” 

Joe Porasso, 48, a gay resident of 
Bernal Heights, said he liked New¬ 
som’s approach to homelessness 


and clean streets and “getting things 
done,” while Kurt Schade, 35, an¬ 
other gay man who lives in the Mis¬ 
sion, said that “He’s one of the few 
thoughtful politicians in town. He 
sees more than one side of an issue.” 

Referring to Newsom’s plan to 
create an entertainment zone in 
the South of Market area, which 
was ultimately defeated by late 
night advocates and SOMA resi¬ 
dents, John Rheault, 42, a gay res¬ 
ident of Diamond Heights, said 
that he “liked the w?y Newsom 
has worked to take care of the 
nightlife, just put it in one area.” 

But Jim Dial, a gay man who 
lives on Potrero Hill, reacted to 
Newsom’s stage presence at the 
meticulously produced event. 

“He’s a star. He looks the part,” 
Dial said. “Part of being a politician 
is standing up and looking like he 
can get the job done. Like Brown, 
he looks like he can do the job.” ▼ 
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A matter of perception 


J he police fracas shaking San Francis¬ 
co at its core is about the alleged 
cover-up stemming from the street 
fight apparently instigated by three off- 
duty officers against two young men out¬ 
side a Union Street bar. But San Francisco 
is not the only city being roiled by allega¬ 
tions of cover-ups by its police depart¬ 
ment. Top police officials in Portland, Ore¬ 
gon are reportedly facing disciplinary ac¬ 
tion over a case strikingly similar to the 
November 20 incident on Union Street. 

In the Oregon case, 365gay.com report¬ 
ed last week that two officers were convict¬ 
ed of assault relating to an incident in Jan¬ 
uary 2002 outside a Portland bar in which 
witnesses said that two off-duty officers 
beat a man while yelling antigay slurs at 
him. The man, whose identity is being 
withheld, suffered a broken nose and nu¬ 
merous cuts and bruises after his head was 
slammed into a wall. The officers involved 
are in jail, but now, seven high-ranking of¬ 
ficers are facing disciplinary action for at¬ 
tempting to stonewall the investigation. Al¬ 
though the victim required hospital atten¬ 
tion, officers who responded to the fight 
did not file a police report, according to a 
letter sent by Multnomah County grand 
jurors to the district attorney. An internal 
letter was sent to headquarters staff two 
days after the fight, but the department did 
not begin an investigation until more than 
a week later. The grand jury said that while 
the lack of action “in our minds amounted 
to a cover-up,” it lacked evidence for a 
criminal indictment against the officers. 
Chief Mark Kroeker called the letter “very 
troubling,” and has launched an internal 
affairs investigation of an unspecified 
number of beat police and command staff. 

In the Portland case, perception also 
seems to be in play. While it is unclear 
whether the victim in that case is gay, the 
officers reportedly used antigay slurs be¬ 
cause they thought the victim was gay. 

For us, these two cases, while unrelated, 
raise verj troubling questions. In San Fran¬ 
cisco, Fagan Jr., who along with seven other 
officers indicted by the grand jury here has 
pleaded not guilty to criminal charges, also 
has a history of inappropriate conduct 
while on the job and is the subject of sev¬ 
eral complaints. Additionally, a gay city res¬ 


ident, Kevin Jordan, has filed a multimil¬ 
lion dollar lawsuit against the city. That 
case involves Jordan’s alleged beating in 
July 2002 by Fagan Jr. and another officer 
during which the officers yelled anti¬ 
gay slurs and beat him while plac¬ 
ing him under arrest. 

The alleged fight on Union 
Street occurred when Fagan Jr. 
and Officers David Lee and 
Matthew Tonsing demanded a bag 
of steak fajitas from Adam Snyder and 
Jade Santoro. As we stated last Decem¬ 
ber, we find it entirely plausi¬ 
ble that the off-duty cops may 
have perceived that Snyder 
and Santoro were gay and that 
homophobia could have been a 
real factor behind the attack, rather than 
stealing a bag of take-out food. 

After years of sensitivity training for po¬ 
lice recruits in San Francisco, why are 
young officers finding themselves em¬ 
broiled in legal battles over violent inci¬ 
dents involving young men? Why are high- 


ranking officials being charged with cover¬ 
ing up investigations? 

We don’t have the answers to those 
questions. We do know, however, that un¬ 
provoked attacks by law enforcement per¬ 
sonnel have no place here, in Portland, 
or anywhere else. Whether or not 
someone is or perceived to be gay, 
lesbian, or transgender, citizens 
should feel safe leaving work or leav¬ 
ing a bar. And they certainly should¬ 
n’t have to worry about being at¬ 
tacked by people sworn to uphold 
the law. 

It seems to us that a culture 
of homophobia still pervades 
police departments, despite 
the fact that many have out gay 
and lesbian officers. San Francisco’s de¬ 
partment even has an employee group 
made up of out officers. The San Francisco 
incident has squandered years of building 
good will with the LGBT community. 
That’s our perception, and it’s one we think 
needs to be changed. ▼

ommunity United Against Violence, an 
anti-violence agency working to end vi¬ 
olence against and within the LGBTQQ 
community urges the LGBTQQ community 
to say NO! to the U.S. war in Iraq. 

The Bush administration has made sev¬ 
eral unsupportable arguments aimed at jus¬ 
tifying war in Iraq, beginning several 
months ago by placing the war as part of the 
ongoing “war on terrorism,” followed by 
claims Iraq had weapons of mass destruc¬ 
tion threatening U.S. security, to the most 
recent and dubious claim that the war is to 
bring democracy to the Iraqi people. The 
Bush administration has demonstrated no 
evidence linking Iraq to the September 11 
terrorist attacks, nor has it shown that Iraq 
has weapons of mass destruction, and ad¬ 
ministration officials fail to grasp that it is 
the task of the Iraqi people to develop 
democracy in their country. The Bush ad¬ 
ministration continues to plan for the im¬ 
pending war in Iraq, which threatens to put 
plastic sheeting and duct tape on our con¬ 
stitutional rights and will imperil peace 
throughout the world for decades to come. 
All of us in the LGBTQQ community must 
say no to the looming war in Iraq. 

The Bush administration’s war on ter¬ 
rorism will not lead to safety for people in 
the United States or elsewhere, and in fact, 
will continue to create a culture of hate and 


paranoia, resulting in increased violence 
against people in communities of color, im¬ 
migrants, and LGBTQQ people. In San 
Francisco, many buildings and homes have 
been vandalized with hate graffiti targeting 
people of Arab and Middle Eastern descent 
and queer people. The Women’s Building in 
the Mission has been vandalized with hate 
graffiti nine times since March 2002. 
Community United Against Violence 
has been targeted on two occasions. 

Kevin Weaver, of the Out Against 
the War Coalition, citing a Human 
Rights Watch study, has written 
that war increases anti-queer vio¬ 
lence and prejudice. Additionally, 
the war on terrorism will 
be used to justify an in¬ 
crease in military spend¬ 
ing, which will de-priori- 
tize human needs and social services, in¬ 
cluding HIV/AIDS services, education and 
healthcare. 

There has been increased public cooper¬ 
ation from Iraq with United Nations 
weapons inspectors. The White House has 
been unable to prove Iraq poses a threat to 
our national security. More than 100 na¬ 
tions are against it, yet the threat of war ap¬ 
pears more imminent than ever. Should the 
United States go to war in Iraq, thousands 
upon thousands of Iraqi civilians will die. It 
is highly probable that retaliatory terrorist 
attacks against this country will be 
launched, plus a severe and possibly perma¬ 
nent curtailment of our constitutional 


rights, i.e. martial law. Also, a widespread 
climate of suspicion and hate will be un¬ 
leashed across the country and people in 
communities of color, immigrants and 
queer people will be at even greater risk of 
experiencing violence and scapegoating. 

We have all witnessed the unprecedented 
and inspiring antiwar demonstrations 
throughout the world, including here in San 
Francisco, where 200,000 people, a true 
coalition of human potential, came togeth¬ 
er February 15 to express their 
outrage, practice non-violence 
and demand peace and justice. 
Now more than ever opposition 
to the war is necessary. The tide 
can be turned. CUAV 
urges the LGBTQQ com¬ 
munity to join with other 
voices, locally, nationally, 
and internationally, united in opposing the 
unjust war in Iraq. 

It is never too late to practice peace and 
demand justice. T

After receiving yet another expensively produced 
invite to yet another gay center fundraiser, this one for 
March 15,1 decided to see just who and what this 
event was about. 

In light of the recent heinous behavior by San 
Francisco cops, who were unleashed by fretting center 
employees at a protest, and Supervisor Bevan Dufty’s 
inane comparisons of Gay Shame as being like the 
Fred Phelps thugs, I wanted to see if there might be 
cause for further protests. 

At the March 15 event, an award will be given to 
the Isosceles Group, a PR firm that targets gay con¬ 
sumers. Their list of clients, viewable at www.isosce- 
lesgroup.com, is a veritable vat of Bacchanalian busi¬ 
nesses.

SFPD problems 

The public safety and crisis of confidence issues, 
represented in actions leading to grand jury indict¬ 
ments against Officers Fagan Jr., et al, have been hi¬ 
jacked and trivialized by San Francisco’s own civil ser¬ 
vants, their buddies in the boredom-killing business, 
and any sacred cows with podium access. At mini¬ 
mum, San Franciscans should be able to reasonably 
expect that, should they become victims of assault or 
violence, such crimes are not perpetrated by their own 



police officers, off-duty or otherwise. 

Instead, the story is repackaged as incidental 
fisticuffs common to brash young men; then as noir 
thriller vendetta between old guard politicos; then as 
conspiracies abetted by media competitors with du¬ 
bious agendas and suspect allegiances; then as right¬ 
eous indignation at the surprising discovery that the 
standard of law is not equally applied to all offenders 
(i.e. counteraccusations implicating favoritism bene¬ 
fiting the D.A.’s son). 

Also, it is not a new development for superior of¬ 
ficers in military or quasi-military organizations (e.g. 
police forces) to be held responsible for the actions of 
officers under their command. Unfair as it may seem, 
this may be the price of restoring public confidence ' 
in the department. 

Police officers risk their lives daily and are exposed 
to nightmares most of us will never have to witness. 
To protect one’s own is understandable, and to wan¬ 
tonly take the police to task is counterproductive. We 
are fortunate to have those police officers who are hon¬ 
orable. But it must be discovered whether fraternal and 
political allegiances affected a closing of ranks that, in 
turn, allegedly obstructed justice. And if the D.A. com¬ 
mitted an act of nepotism tantamount to breach of 
ethics or law, he should also be charged accordingly. 

Acceptance of governance and respect for the rule 
of law are part of the bargain in civilized society. Ac¬ 
ceptance of a system that harbors fortunate sons who 
abuse power and public trust, or that pro¬ 
tects career and reputation at the expense 
I of citizen safety, is not. Here’s hoping the 
next mayor and next generation of public 
servants agree.

The more likely scenario is that 
the higher profits from the sale of hides is helping 
growers offset the costs of beef production allowing 
for lower prices of an essential (food) item. 

Mr. Marcus mentions that leather has been worn 
for centuries. Millennia is more accurate. Aside from 
documented clothing from the Ice Age, breastplate 
armor and shields in antiquity were frequently made 
of embossed leather. People have been wearing ani¬ 
mal hides. People will continue wearing animal hides. 
Alternates don’t necessarily work for everyone. We 
must respect diversity. 

Mr. Anderson also tactfully sidesteps Mr. Marcus’s 
remark that this is yet another harassment of the leather 
community. Perhaps this is incorrect but the perception 
is certainly justified. The leather community has histor¬ 
ically been marginalized by other segments of society, 
including the gay community, being labeled as freaks, 
perverts, and other abnormalities. If one were to take 
the low road, one would ask why Mr. Anderson was 
reading a column on the leather community in the first 
place. This is neither here nor there and would be a great 
waste of energy. Do Mr. Anderson and PETA wish to 
harass the leather community? I seriously doubt it. 

In order to actually make a difference, an organiza¬ 
tion such as PETA must use its influence not to attempt 
to stamp out the inevitable but to make the inevitable 
better.

Gay Shame rallied outside the 
building during a fundraiser for 
the center hosted by mayoral can¬ 
didate Supervisor Gavin Newsom. 
The incident turned violent, with 
protesters claiming police brutali¬ 
ty- 

Beyond the headlines, the inci¬ 
dent did foster dialogue between 
• the center and representatives of 
Gay Shame, with center staff ex¬ 
tending an invitation for the 
group to host a forum on the is¬ 
sues impacting low-income 
queers. 

It is just one of the many heat¬ 
ed debates the building has served 
as a stage for, such as when the 
candidates running for the Dis¬ 
trict 8 supervisor seat came to¬ 
gether last fall to air their views 
and platforms. Or when the Pride 
Committee, which holds its 
monthly meetings in the building, 
saw community members pack its 
hearings on whether to hold Pride 
on July Fourth in 2004 or to en¬ 
dorse an antiwar statement. 

“It would have been very un¬ 
comfortable to have those meet¬ 
ings at the Pride office at Fox 
Plaza. We can fit 25 to 30 people 
in relative comfort, but after that 
it gets hot and stuffy and 
cramped,” said Teddy Withering- 
ton, executive director of Pride, 
who noted the meetings drew in 
crowds of 60 or more people. 
“From our perspective, having 
meetings at the center has defi¬ 
nitely enabled us to increase at¬ 
tendance and participation at 
Pride.” 

History has also been made in 
the building when last November 
Assemblyman Mark Leno (D-San 
Francisco) watched election re¬ 
sults pour in confirming he would 
be one of the first openly gay men 
to serve in Sacramento. When 
Leno bested Harry Britt in a fierce 
primary battle between leftist 
queers and more centrist gay vot¬ 
ers, he also was at the center. 

“It was a rich moment. It was 
a profound evening and 
thoughts of Harvey Milk and his 
efforts to serve in the state As¬ 
sembly, his vision of an LGBT 
Community Center did not es¬ 
cape me,” recalled Leno, who 
worked on the initial capital 
campaign to raise money to help 
build the building. 

During the gubernatorial race, 
Governor Gray Davis stopped by 
to meet with and raise money 
from local GLBT politicians and 
activists. Democratic presidential 
hopeful Howard Dean, Vermont’s 
former governor, has barn¬ 
stormed twice at the building. 
While some in the community 
questioned the building being 
used in such a way, Leno coun¬ 
tered the founders of the center 
had in mind just those kinds of 
high-profile events. 

“The fact of state and national 
leaders making their way to the 
center is emblematic of the clout 


which our community now com¬ 
mands,” said Leno. “I think the 
founders of the center did have in 
mind that our ever-growing and 
ever-powerful community needs a 
physical presence around which 
we could all coalesce. In that sense 
we now have a home. And when 
presidential candidates want to 
address us, that’s where they 
come.” 

Fostering community 

Many of the events that go on 
at the center never make it onto 
the nightly news, but their impor¬ 
tance is no less newsworthy to 
those members of the community 
who have benefited from the pro¬ 
grams. Whether its gay and les¬ 
bian parents and their small kids, 
or transgendered people and mi¬ 
norities who have felt left out by 
the larger queer movement, many 
people are using initiatives 
launched over the last year at the 
center to foster new ties and rela¬ 
tionships. 

“There is still a sense in the 
trans community, a little distrust, 
a little apprehension of a center 
that is .... in the trans community 
there is a general feeling the larg¬ 
er GLBT community is more 
aboqt gay and lesbian issues, not 
so much about trans issues,” said 
JoAnne Keatly, a post-operative 
woman who is a project director 
for transgender research at the 
UCSF Center for AIDS Prevention 
Studies. “There is a sense that that 
needs to change.” 

With the backing of the center, 
including several trans staff mem¬ 
bers, Keatly helped launch the 
center’s Transgender Steering 
Committee. The group started six 
months ago, and since then has 
brought together all spectrums of 
the trans community to hold 
events relevant to their concerns. 
The first meeting drew 175 trans¬ 
gender individuals to the center. 

Such a meeting between FTMs, 
MTFs, pre-, post-, non-operatives, 
transsexuals, and gender variants 
“had not happened before in San 
Francisco to that degree,” said 
Keatly. “Anyone who attended that 
first event just felt a sense of pride 
in this community that we all 
often refer to but no one has ever 
looked at together all in one 
room,” 

The same cross pollination of 
ideas and experiences happened 
between Latino LGBTs when the 
center helped launch the Latino 
Community Forum. The brain¬ 
child of lesbian Latina Eleanor 
Palacios, a longtime volunteer 
with the center and one of its 
founders, the forum presented a 
unique opportunity for queer 
Latinos to meet and mingle - as 
well as take advantage of the 
building and its resources. 

“The neat thing about it is all 
these Latino groups, ones for 
women ones for men, for the first 
time we all came together as a 
larger group,” said Palacios, who 
helps staff the center’s front desk. 
“We have this beautiful commu¬ 
nity center and I just thought it 


would be important for it to be 
utilized by everyone.” 

No where is the extent of how 
diverse a crowd the center can 
draw in more apparent than at the 
Saturday morning neighborhood 
kids playgroup. Everyone from 
out of town queer parents and 
straight San Franciscans looking 
to connect with other open-mind¬ 
ed parents to low-income moth¬ 
ers from the Hayes Valley projects 
and Pacific Heights gay dads and 
moms drop by. 

“The community we live in, it 
is a not a gay ghetto. It is not a gay 
ghetto playgroup,” said Cindy Al¬ 
monte, a lesbian single parent, 
who founded the playgroup so her 
2-year-old daughter Rhys could 
find friends and she could find a 
supportive network of other par¬ 
ents. “The center is more than just 
this gay and lesbian place.” 

- Almonte, who lives near the 
building, pitched the idea to the 
center after witnessing a similar 
program at New York’s gay center. 
Before the building had even 
opened its doors, Almonte had al¬ 
ready done the legwork to launch 
the playgoup. Since its debut last 
June, anywhere from two to 14 
kids drop by every weekend, and 
the parents have formed friend¬ 
ships and planned other activities 
together, such as zoo trips. 

“Being a single mom I knew 
the importance to me of my child 
developing an extended commu¬ 
nity, our version of the neighbor¬ 
hood,” she said. “This was a group 
that could potentially miss out on 
what the center is about. I would 
say one-half to two-thirds of the 
parents never would have walked 
into the center if it were not for 
the playgroup.” 

John Cailleau, a member and 
volunteer of the center, said the 
center has not always done as well 
as it could have in programming 
for older members of the commu¬ 
nity. 

“A lot of them don’t know 
where it is or when I say the center 
they don’t know what I am refer¬ 
ring to,” said Cailleau, who is 64 
and describes himself as “one of 
the survivors [of AIDS] who did¬ 
n’t die or move to Palm Springs.” 

And while he commended the 
center’s staff for reaching out to 
minority groups, Cailleau main¬ 
tains in doing so they inadvertent¬ 
ly forgot about one segment of the 
queer spectrum. 

“They have managed to do a 
good job with the multicultural 
aspect, but failed the middle road, 
us white gay men,” said Cailleau. 

To help attract older men, Cail¬ 
leau formed an HIV-positive 
men’s coffee hour that began in 
February called “Thrive.” The 
group plans to host the gatherings 
the third Saturday of each month 
and uses the now vacant cafe 
space on the building’s ground 
floor. 

“It is an expression of our own 
thrivingness,” explained Cailleau, 
whose coffee klatch attracts men 
mostly in their 30s and 40s and

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Relocating? 

There oughta be a law

hen my partner began 
conducting a nationwide 
search for a new academ¬ 
ic job in women’s studies, we both 
decided to veto any city or state 
that seemed too risky for same-sex 
couples. According to our rating 
system, much of the Deep South 
was a “no,” while states with gay 
anti-discrimination laws, like Wis¬ 
consin, were a “yes.” But the 
recent introduction of a bill to 
remove sexual orientation 
from traditionally progressive 
Minnesota’s human rights 
law raises the question of how 
accurate a barometer laws 
are in determining 
which places are “safe” 
for gay people. And 
furthermore, 
what can gay 

people do _ 

when we find 

our once-secure environments 
suddenly turning hostile? 

Although it’s not foolproof, 
finding out about gay rights laws 
when you’re considering a move 
is, in fact, a good starting point - 
even if you’re not convinced that 
such laws are necessary. A local or 
state anti-discrimination ordi¬ 
nance tells you first of all that 
there’s an out, politically active gay" 
community, one that’s organized 
and persistent enough to lobby for 
the legislation and get it passed, 
no matter how long it takes. (In 
liberal New York state, it took 31 
years.) The existence of a gay 
rights law also indicates that the 
local community has cultivated 
straight allies in powerful places. 

However, both the existence of 
anti-discrimination laws and the 
lack of them can be deceiving. For 
example, some states with gay 
rights laws do. not allow second- 
parent adoptions, so lesbian and 
gay couples with children have to 
consider family laws, too, when 
they change their state of resi¬ 
dence. On the other hand, in Illi¬ 
nois and Pennsylvania, states, 
without anti-discrimination laws, 
second-parent adoptions are legal. 
Consider also that in Iowa, which 
does not have a statewide gay 
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Lesbian Notions 


rights law, the legislature recently 
extended domestic partner bene¬ 
fits to its state workers, a move de¬ 
signed to make the state more 
competitive as an employer - and 
one that seems notably progres¬ 
sive for a conservative Plains state. 

In addition, a city, county, or 
state that looks gay-friendly may, in 
fact, be seething below the surface. 
Oregon was once an attractive des¬ 
tination for lesbians looking for af¬ 
fordable land, but in the early 
1990s it exploded in antigay 
violence, brought on by the 
religious right-sponsored 
Ballot Measure 9. More re¬ 
cently, in 2000 Vermont be¬ 
came the first state to enact 
gay civil-unions legislation, 
making it seem like nir¬ 
vana to same-sex couples, 
many of whom rushed 
there to get 
hitched. But 

_ an alarming 

number of 
Vermont cars and trucks sport 
“Take Back Vermont” bumper 
stickers, a chilling reminder of the 
strong and organized opposition to 
the state’s historic pro-gay law. 

Another big problem with 
using pro-gay laws as a barometer 
of “safety” is that legislation de¬ 
pends so heavily on the political 
ground, which is-always shifting. 
If you have any doubts about how 
quickly a political landscape can 
change, just think about Berlin in 
the early 1930s, which quickly 
went from a haven for gay: people 
to the center of a fascist state that 
incarcerated them. 

In the 2002 elections in this 
country, there were wide political 
swings in both directions. Min¬ 
nesota, the land of such liberals as 
Eugene McCarthy and Paul Well- 
stone, provides one dramatic ex¬ 
ample - extremist Republicans 
who view homosexuality as “a vi¬ 
olation of God’s law” have gained 
strength in the legislature and are 
threatening the state’s gay rights 
law. But in the same year in an¬ 
other locale, New Mexico experi¬ 
enced a Democratic shift in its 
state government. Now that tradi¬ 
tionally conservative state is on 
the brink of outlawing antigay 
discrimination, after more than a 



decade of struggle over the issue. 

Unfortunately, many of us 
don’t think about shifting politi¬ 
cal ground until it’s too late - until 
we’re facing down an antigay ini¬ 
tiative or until socially conserva¬ 
tive elements have taken control 
of our city council or state legisla¬ 
ture. If my partner and I move to 
a city or state that suddenly be¬ 
comes repressive for gay people, 
we’ve concluded that instead of 
leaving we would become politi¬ 
cally active. “How far can you 
run?” asked gay activist Scott Seib¬ 
ert in the documentary Ballot 
Measured. Indeed, unless all gay 
people want to pile into San Fran¬ 
cisco, there’s nowhere in the coun¬ 
try that’s politically ideal. 

If you haven’t seen Ballot Mea¬ 
sure 9, it’s worth watching for its 
portrayal of how a good environ¬ 
ment can turn bad - and more im¬ 
portant, what can be done if that 
happens. (Also instructive is Ar¬ 
lene Stein’s nonfiction book about 
1992 Oregon, The Stranger Next 
Door.) In that infamous con¬ 
frontation, gay activists found that 
two strategies were especially im¬ 
portant: coming out, and working 
in coalition with straight citizens 
who didn’t approve of political 
changes that made their state look 
bad. The good thing is, these broad 
tactics can be implemented by gay 
people in other locations, even be¬ 
fore political landscapes shift. T

chief executive officer. 

“Lorri put her life on hold to 
come and help us at a time when 
the organization was facing 
tremendous financial difficulties 
and overall instability,” said a 
statement from Margaret Burd, 
NGLTF board co-chair. “In ^?e 
two years that she has been at the 
helm we not only have recovered 
from that instability but have po¬ 
sitioned the organization to play 
an increasingly vital and effective 
role in the GLBT community for 
years to come.” 

“We have accomplished what I 
was hired to do,” echoed a similar 
statement from Jean, 46, who later 
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told the Bay Area Reporter that 
“when the task force recruited me 
I knew it wasn’t going to be a 
long-term job because I didn’t 
want to live my life on the road. 

“But I also felt that the work of 
the task force was so vital, and that 
if they didn’t get someone with 
some of the skills I would bring 
they were going to be in trouble,” 
she added. 

Progress as promised 

Top accomplishments under 
Jean, according to the NGLTF 
statement, include the “elimina¬ 
tion of all short and long term 
debt” as well as increased annual 
revenues to “an all time high of $5 
million” and the first-ever secured 
$1 million grant for the organiza¬ 
tion. 

Political accomplishments in¬ 
clude the creation of a field orga¬ 
nizing department to focus the or¬ 
ganization’s political efforts at the 
state and local level, resulting in 
the defeat of nearly all anti-GLBT 
ballot measures in the last two 
years; producing the largest-ever 
Creating Change conference; and 
prioritizing an antiracist queer 
movement. Under Jean, NGLTF 
also opened an office in Los Ange¬ 
les, which will remain open after 
Jean’s departure. 

“I believed a West Coast task 
force office was long overdue; it 
wasn’t done purely for my conve¬ 
nience,” said Jean, noting that the 
office now has 10 staff members, 
including two organizers. 

Jean took over as NGLTF’s ex¬ 
ecutive director after a brief stint 
by Elizabeth Toledo, a women’s 
rights activist who was hired in 
April 2000 and endured criticism 
for only recently coming out as a 
lesbian. Toledo replaced Kerry 
Lobel, whose five-year tenure so¬ 
lidified the task force’s position as 
the only gay rights organization to 
consistently make connections 
among various oppressions and to 
take stands against racism, police 
brutality, and war. 

Regardless of whether a lengthy 
relationship was ever expected be¬ 
tween NGLTF and Jean, both sides 
agree that NGLTF is now in better 
standing, politically and financial¬ 
ly. And NGLTF has already identi¬ 
fied a small pool of candidates to 
interview, according to the organi¬ 
zation, with the hope that some¬ 
one will be ready to start soon be¬ 
fore or soon after Jean leaves. 

“We were hoping to make the 
announcement that Lorri was 
leaving and so and so was coming, 
but it didn’t work out that way,” 


said Jean, acknowledging that the 
Washington Blade got wind of the 
story and refused to hold it. 

California dreaming 

As for the L.A. Center, the or¬ 
ganization seems eager to have 
Jean back in its top spot; as execu¬ 
tive director of the center from 
1993-1999, Jean dramatically in¬ 
creased the number of clients, 
staff, and volunteers, and brought 
the center’s annual budget up 
from $8 million to $32 million. 

Although Jean’s title will be dif¬ 
ferent, according to L.A. Center 
spokeswoman Bonnie Osborn, her 
duties will be “basically the same 
as executive director: managing 
and running the organization.” 

It was unclear what Jean’s 
salary would be at the L.A. Center. 
A center spokeswoman said the 
information was not on file yet. 
The top paid staff member at the 
center earned $94,504 according 
to the agencies 990 tax forms for 
2000, but that was the develop¬ 
ment director position. 

“When my contract at NGLTF 
came up and I knew it was time for 
me to stop traveling, I realized that 
the center needs some very strong 
leadership right now,” said Jean, 
noting that the center has stabi¬ 
lized financially since its layoffs last 
year and now needs someone to 
commit to keeping it strong. 

“I spent six years of my life 
dedicated to that organization and 
I fell in love with it,” said Jean. 
“And I don’t fall out of love very 
easily.” 

The L.A. Center is in “a good 
place” according to its interim Ex¬ 
ecutive Director Rebecca Isaacs. 
“We’ve been streamlining since 
last spring and spent the last year 
getting back on track. The staff 
has rallied, and everybody has 
been \vorking really hard. Morale 
is high and output is high.” 

Returning with Jean to the cen¬ 
ter will be Darrell Cummings, 
who served as deputy executive 
director at NGLTF under Jean. 
The two tend to work and move 
together; Jean brought Cummings 
with her to NGLTF, she said, and 
“we’ve been a team for almost 20 
years.” And Jean is viewing her re¬ 
turn to the center, she said, as a 
long-term decision, although she 
hopes to keep working with 
NGLTF in many capacities. 

“I’ll be running the largest 
LGBT organization on the planet,” 
said Jean. “There will definitely be 
some possibilities for collabora¬ 
tion between NGLTF and the cen¬ 
ter.” ▼ 
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HHS inspector general 
Janet Rehnquist resigns

anet Rehnquist will be step- 
! ping down as inspector gen¬ 
eral of the Department of 
Health and Human Services on 
June 1 to pursue other opportuni¬ 
ties. The conservative daughter of 
U.S. Supreme Court Chief Justice 
William Rehnquist stirred contro¬ 
versy within the gay community 
with her audits of federal spend¬ 
ing on AIDS. The audits were 
billed as the first of what would be 
audits of all HHS programs. 

One of her highest profile in¬ 
vestigations was of the Stop AIDS 
Project, a San Francisco AIDS ed¬ 
ucation and prevention organiza¬ 
tion. Conservative members of 
Congress charged that activities 
such as a “Great Sex Workshop” 
and “Booty Call” promoted sexual 
activity and were obscene. Federal 
regulations prohibit the spending 


of grant money on either type of 
activity. The congressmen called 
for an investigation. 

By the fall of 2001, Rehnquist’s 
initial review led her to conclude, 
“One might view the materials 
[used by these programs] as en¬ 
couraging directly sexual activity 
and as obscene.” However, after 
spending several days with the or¬ 
ganization, a review team found 
“the potential for preventing HIV 
infection in San Francisco out¬ 
weighed any possible obscenity” 
in their report issued in February. 

The Bay Area Reporter report¬ 
ed last month that investigators 
found that Stop AIDS was in “sub¬ 
stantial compliance” with guide¬ 
lines set by the Centers for Disease 
Control and Prevention. 

Stop AIDS officials are not 
sorry Rehnquist is leaving her po¬ 
sition. 

“It’s been clear from the start 
that her agenda was about politics 


and not fair oversight,” said Execu¬ 
tive Director Darlene Weide. “We 
hope her successor won’t continue 
to waste taxpayers’ dollars on au¬ 
dits of effective AIDS programs.” 

Less well known is a review of 
the Washington, D.C. group Us 
Helping Us, which primarily 
serves African American men who 
have sex with men. The contrac¬ 
tor performing the audit report¬ 
edly brought her Bible with her 
every day and was antagonistic to¬ 
ward gays and the organization 
throughout the months-long or¬ 
deal. Her report said that the vast 
majority of federal dollars were 
improperly accounted for and 
would have to be repaid - action 
that would destroy the organiza¬ 
tion. 

The auditor subsequently was 
fired for unprofessional conduct, 
but her audit report remains in 
limbo. Us Helping Us and others

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Gay fraternity holds clothing drive

inter may soon be nearing 
an end for most of the 
country, but San Francis¬ 
co residents know full well that 
summer in the Bay Area can mean 
incredibly cold, foggy nights and 
winds that can rattle bones. 

To help clothe the clients of 
Rita da Cascia, a project by 
Catholic Charities of San Francis¬ 
co that works with homeless and 
marginally housed children and 
mothers living with HIV, the 
members of a local gay fraternity 
will launch a “Spring Cleaning 
Clothing Drive” this month. 
Brothers from Zeta, the San Fran¬ 
cisco chapter of Delta Lambda 
Phi, a national social fraternity for 
gay, bisexual, and progressive 
men, will be collecting clothing at 
various locations in the Castro 
and Polk. 

“Having enough warm cloth¬ 
ing is something so many of us 
take for granted,” says Paul E. 
Pratt, the chapter’s president. “For 


some people, food, housing and 
even medication make clothing 
low-priority - regardless of how 
cold it might be outside.” 

Donations of new or well- 
washed, gently-worn clothing for 
men, women, and children will be 
accepted during the week of 
March 24 through March 28. 
Clearly marked donation boxes 
will be placed at locations such as 
Cliff’s Variety and Safeway in the 
Castro; and on Polk Street at Half 
Off at Polk and Jackson; Cose 
Belle at Polk and Broadway; and 
Acorn Books at Polk and Califor¬ 
nia. 

The fraternity will also have 
drop-off sites at the War Memori¬ 
al Community Center at 6655 
Mission Street, the Westlake Com¬ 
munity Center at 145 Lake Merced 
Boulevard; the Giammona Pool at 
131 Westmoor; and Gellert Club¬ 
house at 50 Wembley. 

Rita da Cascia works with 
homeless families devastated by 
AIDS to find permanent exits 
from homelessness and provides 
specialized services for children 


living with HIV. The program 
partners with groups such as the 
UCSF Medical Center and the 
Black Coalition on AIDS, and 
runs a seven-unit permanent sup¬ 
portive housing residence.

| sk Alice Molloy, 67, and 
lyg Carol Wilson, 68, why they 
IF i are getting out of their 
business and they’ll respond as 
most retirees would. 

“We’re old,” said Molloy from 
behind the counter at Mama 
Bear’s bookstore in Oakland, a. 
community institution since 
1983. 

Mama Bear’s must vacate its 
location at 6536 Telegraph Avenue 
by this Friday, March 14. All 
books, music, jewelry, and cloth¬ 
ing are going for 40 percent off 
their original price, and the re¬ 
maining stock will be moved 
down the block, to 6434 Telegraph 
Avenue, where it will be sold over 
the next couple of months until 
it’s gone. 

But there’s more to this story 
than a couple of business partners 
deciding to get some rest: Mama 
Bear’s, for one, is closing for good; 
a potential buyer fell through last 
week, which means the future of 
6536 Telegraph remains uncer¬ 
tain, and there will soon be one 
less space dedicated to women’s 
gathering and networking. 

Additionally, Molloy and Wil¬ 
son are considered women’s book¬ 
store pioneers; the pair also 
owned the store A Woman’s Place 
in Oakland through the 1970s, 
which became a model for similar 
ventures nationwide. And it’s no 
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Mama Bear's co-owner 
Alice Molloy 


small accomplishment that these 
business partners began as ro¬ 
mantic partners yet still live and 
work together in the spirit of 
building community. 

“We both have other girl¬ 
friends,” explained Molloy. “Ex¬ 
cept I don’t want any.” 

“She has a girlfriend in L.A.; 
don’t let her kid you,” piped up 
Wilson from across the room. 
“And I should know. I pay the 
phone bill.” 

“Other lovers have never 
caused us any problems serious 
enough to cause the breakup of 
‘the empire,”’ chuckled Molloy. 
“Carol and I have never had any 
serious disagreements. And I 
think a lot of that has to do with 
our same working class gut poli¬ 
tics and our fierce dedication-to 
women’s rights.” 

Molloy and Wilson, from New 
York and Southern California, re¬ 
spectively, came to the Bay Area in 
the late 1960s and were active in 
the peace, women’s, and civil 
rights movements. Opening a 
bookstore became their primary 
way of bettering the world; in cre¬ 
ating a safe space for women, they 
said, they donated their free labor 
while helping to nurture energy 
for organizing and expression. 

“Before, the only other place 
where women could congregate 
and get connected was the beauty 
parlor,” said Wilson. 

“And these were the days when 


you couldn’t find a doctor, me¬ 
chanic, or plumber who would be 
reasonable,” agreed Molloy. 
“When you walk into this store 
you’re connected to power - 
women’s power.” 

The shelves of Mama Bear’s 
highlight women writers and 
artists, and the front of the store 
showcases binders of resources 
and free newsletters. The store was 
the first stop for-many touring fe¬ 
male musicians who later went on 
to make big names for themselves. 
And the shop’s inventory, said 
Molloy, has always reflected the 
diversity of the women’s commu¬ 
nity, including lesbian, bi, and 
straight sexualities; pro- and anti¬ 
pornography stances; and gender 
variance and separatism. 

“It’s a lot of the same people, 
interestingly,” said Wilson. “They 
just get interested in different 
things.” 

In essence, said Molloy, the clo¬ 
sure of Mama Bear’s is simply “a 
return to plan A,” as the pair had 
been planning to retire for years 
and hadn’t looked for a buyer. 
When they were approached by 
someone offering the money up¬ 
front, they were excited by the idea 
that the space might remain. The 
current weak economy, however, 
made it difficult for the interested 
buyer to raise the needed funds. 
And in many ways, the pair be¬ 
lieves, Oakland businesses never 
recovered from the multi-wham¬ 
my of a recession, earthquake, fire, 
and military base closings of the 
late 1980s and early 1990s. 

“I’m disappointed,” said Wil¬ 
son, “that the entity will not be ac¬ 
tive in the community.” 

Still, the women do not plan to 
go into isolation, they said. And 
the Web site, at www.mam- 
abears.com, will remain active in 
short-term merchandise sales and 
long-term political organizing. 

And they encourage everyone 
to stop by their temporary space 
at 6434 Telegraph to say goodbye, 
help lift boxes, or just pick up 
some discounted items, including 
store fixtures. 

“We’ve met so many women 
we never would have known, who 
have shared their lives - their sto¬ 
ries - with us,” said Molloy. “We’ll 
miss that.” 

The temporary space will be 
open during regular business 
hours of 11 a.m. to 6 p.m. daily. For 
more information, call (510)428- 
9684 or 800-643-8629.

Generic Name: lopinavir/ritonavir 
(lop-IN-uh-veer/rit-ON-uh-veer) 

Read this leaflet carefully before you start taking KALETRA. Also, read it 
each time you get your KALETRA prescription refilled, in case something 
has changed. This information does not take the place of talking with your 
doctor when you start this medicine and at check ups. Ask your doctor if 
you have any questions about KALETRA. 

What is KALETRA and how does it work? 

KALETRA is a combination of two medicines. They are lopinavir and 
ritonavir. KALETRA is a type of medicine called an HIV (human 
immunodeficiency virus) protease (PRO-tee-ase) inhibitor. KALETRA is 
always used in combination with other anti-HIV medicines to treat people 
with human immunodeficiency virus (HIV) infection. KALETRA is for adults 
and for children age 6 months and older. 

HIV infection destroys CD4 (T) cells, which are important to the immune 
system. After a large number of T cells are destroyed, acquired immune 
deficiency syndrome (AIDS) develops. 

KALETRA blocks HIV protease, a chemical which is needed for HIV to 
multiply. KALETRA reduces the amount of HIV in your blood and increases 
the number of T cells. Reducing the amount of HIV in the blood reduces 
the chance of death or infections that happen when your immune system 
is weak (opportunistic infections). 

Does KALETRA cure HIV or AIDS? 

KALETRA does not cure HIV infection or AIDS. The long-term effects of 
KALETRA are not known at this time. People taking KALETRA may still 
get opportunistic infections or other conditions that happen with HIV 
infection. Some of these conditions are pneumonia, herpes virus 
infections, and Mycobacterium avium complex (MAC) infections. 

Does KALETRA reduce the risk of passing HIV to others? 

KALETRA does not reduce the risk of passing HIV to others through sexual 
contact or blood contamination. Continue to practice safe sex and do not 
use or share dirty needles. 

How should I take KALETRA? 

• You should stay under a doctor’s care when taking KALETRA. Do not change 
your treatment or stop treatment without first talking with your doctor. 

• You must take KALETRA every day exactly as your doctor prescribed it. 
The dose of KALETRA may be different for you than for other patients. 
Follow the directions from your doctor, exactly as written on the label. 

• Dosing in adults (including children 12 years of age and older): The usual dose 
for adults is 3 capsules (400/100 mg) or 5.0 mL of the oral solution twice a 
day (morning and night), in combination with other anti-HIV medicines. 

• Dosing in children from 6 months to 12 years of age: Children from 6 months 
to 12 years of age can also take KALETRA. The child’s doctor will decide the 
right dose based on the child’s weight. 

• Take KALETRA with food to help it work better. 

• Do not change your dose or stop taking KALETRA without first talking 
with your doctor. 

• When your KALETRA supply starts to run low, get more from your doctor 
or pharmacy. This is very important because the amount of virus in your 
blood may increase if the medicine is stopped for even a short time. The 
virus may develop resistance to KALETRA and become harder to treat. 

• Be sure'to set up a schedule and follow it carefully. 

• Only take medicine that has been prescribed specifically for you. Do not 
give KALETRA to others or take medicine prescribed for someone else. 

What should I do if I miss a dose of KALETRA? 

It is important that you do not miss any doses. If you miss a dose of KALETRA, 
take it as soon as possible and then take your next scheduled dos^at its regular 
time. If it is almost time for your next dose, do not take the missed dose. Wait 
and take the next dose at the regular time. Do not double the next dose. 

What happens if I take too much KALETRA? 

If you suspect that you took more than the prescribed dose of this medicine, 
contact your local poison control center or emergency room immediately. 

As with all prescription medicines, KALETRA should be kept out of the reach 
of young children. KALETRA liquid contains a large amount of alcohol. If a 
toddler or young child accidentally drinks more than the recommended dose 
of KALETRA, it could make him/her sick from too much alcohol. Contact your 


local poison control center or emergency room immediately if this happens. 

Who should not take KALETRA? 

Together with your doctor, you need to decide whether KALETRA is right 
for you. 

• Do not take KALETRA if you are taking certain medicines. These could 
cause serious side effects that could cause death. Before you take 
KALETRA, you must tell your doctor about all the medicines you are 
taking or are planning to take. These include other prescription and non¬ 
prescription medicines and herbal supplements. 

For more information about medicines you should not take with KALETRA, please 
read the section titled “MEDICINES YOU SHOULD NOT TAKE WITH KALETRA.” 

• Do not take KALETRA if you have an allergy to KALETRA or any of its 
ingredients, including ritonavir or lopinavir. 

Can I take KALETRA with other medications?* 

KALETRA may interact with other medicines, including those you take 
without a prescription. You must tell your doctor about all the medicines 
you are taking or planning to take before you take KALETRA. 

MEDICINES YOU SHOULD NOT TAKE WITH KALETRA: 

• Do not take the following medicines with KALETRA because they can 
cause serious problems or death if taken with KALETRA. 

- Dihydroergotamine, ergonovine, ergotamine and methylergonovine 
such as Cafergot®, Migranal®, D.H.E. 45®, Ergotrate Maleate, 
Methergine, and others 

- Halcion® (triazolam) 

- Hismanal® (astemizole) 

- Orap® (pimozide) 

- Propulsid® (cisapride) 

- Rythmol® (propafenone) 


- Tambocor™ (flecainide) 

- Versed® (midazolam) 

• Do not take KALETRA with rifampin, also known as Rimactane®, 
Rifadin®, Rifater®, or Rifamate®. Rifampin may lower the amount of 
KALETRA in your blood and make it less effective. 

• Do not take KALETRA with St. John’s wort (hypericum perforatum), an 
herbal product sold as a dietary supplement, or products containing St. 
John’s wort. Talk with your doctor if you are taking or planning to take St. 
John’s wort. Taking St. John’s wort may decrease KALETRA levels and 
lead to increased viral load and possible resistance to KALETRA or cross¬ 
resistance to other anti-HIV medicines. 

• Do not take KALETRA with the cholesterol-lowering medicines Mevacor® 
(tovastatin) or Zocor® (simvastatin) because of possible serious 
reactions. There is also an increased risk of drug interactions between 
KALETRA and Lipitor® (atorvastatin); talk to your doctor before you take 
any of these cholesterol-reducing medicines with KALETRA. 

Medicines that require dosage adjustments: 

It is possible that your doctor may need to increase or decrease the dose 
of other medicines when you are also taking KALETRA. Remember to tell 
your doctor all medicines you are taking or plan to take. 

Before you take Viagra® (sildenafil) with KALETRA, talk to your doctor 
about problems these two medicines can cause when taken together. 
You may get increased side effects of VIAGRA, such as low blood 
pressure, vision changes, and penis erection lasting more than 4 hours. 
If an erection lasts longer than 4 hours, get medical help right away to 
avoid permanent damage to your penis. Your doctor can explain these 
symptoms to you. 

• If you are taking oral contraceptives ("the pill") to prevent pregnancy, you 
should use an additional or different type of contraception since 
KALETRA may reduce the effectiveness of oral contraceptives. 

• Efavirenz (Sustiva™) or nevirapine (Viramune®) may lower the amount of 
KALETRA in your blood. Your doctor may increase your dose of KALETRA 
if you are also taking efavirenz or nevirapine. 

• If you are taking Mycobutin® (rifabutin), your doctor will lower the dose 
of Mycobutin. 

• A change in therapy should be considered if you are taking KALETRA with: 

Phenobarbital 

Phenytoin (Dilantin® and others) 

Carbamazepine (Tegretol® and others) 

These medicines may lower the amount of KALETRA in your blood and 
make it less effective. 

• Other Special Considerations: 

KALETRA oral solution contains alcohol. Talk with your doctor if you are 
taking or planning to take metronidazole or disulfiram. Severe nausea 
and vomiting can occur. 

• If you are taking both didanosine (Videx®) and KALETRA: 

Didanosine (Videx®) should be taken one hour before or two hours after 
KALETRA. 

What are the possible side effects of KALETRA? 

• This list of side effects is not complete. If you have questions about side 
effects, ask your doctor, nurse, or pharmacist. You should report any new 


or continuing symptoms to your doctor right away. Your 
doctor may be able to help you manage these side effects. 

• The most commonly reported side effects of moderate severity that are 
thought to be drug related are: abnormal stools (bowel movements), 
diarrhea, feeling weak/tired, headache, and nausea. Children taking 
KALETRA may sometimes get a skin rash. 

•Blood tests in patients taking KALETRA may show possible liver 
problems. People with liver disease such as Hepatitis B and Hepatitis C 
who take KALETRA may have worsening liver disease. Liver problems 
including death have occurred in patients taking KALETRA. In studies, it 
is unclear if KALETRA caused these liver problems because some 
patients had other illnesses or were taking other medicines. 

• Some patients taking KALETRA can develop serious problems with their 
pancreas (pancreatitis), which may cause death. You have a higher chance 
of having pancreatitis if you have had it before. Tell your doctor if you have 
nausea, vomiting, or abdominal pain. These may be signs of pancreatitis. 

• Some patients have large increases in triglycerides and cholesterol. The 
long-term chance of getting complications such as heart attacks or stroke 
due to increases in triglycerides and cholesterol caused by protease 
inhibitors is not known at this time. 

• Diabetes and high blood sugar (hyperglycemia) occur in patients taking 
protease inhibitors such as KALETRA. Some patients had diabetes before 
starting protease inhibitors, others did not. Some patients need changes 
in their diabetes medicine. Others needed new diabetes medicine. 

• Changes in body fat have been seen in some patients taking antiretroviral 
therapy. These changes may include increased amount of fat in the upper 
back and neck ("buffalo hump"), breast, and around the trunk. Loss of fat 
from the legs, arms and face may also happen. The cause and long term 
health effects of these conditions are not known at this time. 

• Some patients with hemophilia have increased bleeding with protease inhibitors. 

• There have been other side effects in patients taking KALETRA. However, 
these side effects may have been due to other medicines that patients were 
taking or to the illness itself. Some of these side effects can be serious. 

What should I tell my doctor before taking KALETRA? 

• If you are pregnant or planning to become pregnant: The effects of 
KALETRA on pregnant women or their unborn babies are not known. 

• If you are breast-feeding: Do not breast-feed if you are taking KALETRA. 
You should not breast-feed if you have HIV. If you are a woman who has 
or will have a baby, talk with your doctor about the best way to feed your 
baby. You should be aware that if your baby does not already have HIV, 
there is a chance that HIV can be transmitted through breast-feeding. 

• If you have liver problems: If you have liver problems or are infected with 
Hepatitis B or Hepatitis C, you should tell your doctor before taking KALETRA. 

• If you have diabetes: Some people taking protease inhibitors develop new 
or more serious diabetes or high blood sugar. Tell your doctor if you have 
diabetes or an increase in thirst or frequent urination. 

• If you have hemophilia: Patients taking KALETRA may have increased bleeding. 
How do I store KALETRA? 

• Keep KALETRA and all other medicines out of the reach of children. 

• Refrigerated KALETRA capsules and oral solution remain stable until the 
expiration date printed on the label. If stored at room temperature up to 77°F 
(25°C), KALETRA capsules and oral solution should be used within 2 months. 

• Avoid exposure to excessive heat. 

Do not keep medicine that is out of date or that you no longer need. Be sure 
that if you throw any medicine away, it is out of the reach of children. 
General advice about prescription medicines: 

Talk to your doctor or other health care provider if you have any questions 
about this medicine or your condition. Medicines are sometimes prescribed 
for purposes other than those listed in a Patient Information Leaflet. If you 
have any concerns about this medicine, ask your doctor. Your doctor or 
pharmacist can give you information about this medicine that was written for 
health care professionals. Do not use this medicine for a condition for which 
it was not prescribed. Do not share this medicine with other people.

drew about 20 people at the first 
one. “We got good support from 
the center for doing what we do. 
They see the value to them of hav¬ 
ing us in there doing something in 
the cafe area.” 

Growing pains 

The center’s first year hasn’t al¬ 
ways been easy, nor has it been 
easy to attract a local operator to 
take over the vacant cafe space. 
While three potential local cafe 
owners have toured the space in 
recent weeks, outgoing Executive 
Director Brian Cheu said the cen¬ 
ter has yet to formalize any agree¬ 
ments to rent out the space. 

Even the center’s successes 
have in some ways bean a burden 
to the small staff unprepared for 
the deluge of rental requests and 
inquiries about the building. And 
with more than 2,000 people 
walking through the center’s 
doors weekly, a lot of behind the 
scenes work goes on to ensure 
everything flows smoothly. 

“We are happy demand ex¬ 
ceeded our expectations, but it 
does put a strain on” the staff, said 
Cheu. “It was a bit overwhelming.” 

To help alleviate the pressures, 
Cheu said the center has been test¬ 
ing an online rental system where 
organizations and individuals will 
be able to reserve space at the 
building through the center’s Web 
site. Cheu said he hopes to have 
the system up and running within 
months. 

“We probably have more peo¬ 
ple coming to us for programs 
and where we have to say we are 
not ready to do that quite yet. We 
need to create more infrastruc¬ 
ture to get these things done,” said 
Cheu, who left the Lavender 
Youth Recreation and Informa¬ 
tion Center last year to lead the 
center. 

The center recently received a 
$15,000 grant from the Mayor’s 
Office of Community Develop¬ 
ment to work on a strategic plan 
for the building. The report is ex¬ 
pected to be completed by July. 

In April, a comprehensive 
community economic needs as¬ 
sessment produced by the center 
with Deloitte Consulting will be 
released. The report will reflect 
input from community mem¬ 


bers, leaders, and organizations 
on the financial needs of the 
community and will be used as a 
blueprint to further build the 
center’s economic development 
program. 

And Cheu himself is stepping 
.down from his post. As the cen¬ 
ter’s board conducts a search for a 
new executive director, Cheu will 
remain until a new person is 
hired. The center’s board is look¬ 
ing beyond just candidates from 
the nonprofit sector and are re¬ 
cruiting within government and 
business circles, said Wiener. 

Whomever the board selects 
will have to juggle a wide array of 
duties and responsibilities, from 
being a chief executive and 
fundraiser to community liaison 
and a cheerleader of sorts for the 
building. The center’s $2 pillion 
annual budget sheds some light 
on the numerous areas in which 
its executive director needs to be 
comfortable. 

Rental fees make up 24 percent 
of the budget; foundation and 
corporate support provides 32 
percent; governmental funds pro¬ 
vide 6 percent; individual donors 
make up 23 percent and the cen¬ 
ter’s major fundraising events ac¬ 
count for 15 percent of funds. 

Center officials maintain they 
have been able to balance the bud¬ 
get this year, and despite the eco¬ 
nomic downturn, are confident 
they can raise the needed funds 
for a second year of operation. 
And while the center has been 
criticized for hosting lavish events 
with high price tags, center offi¬ 
cials defend such events as being 
essential to keeping the doors 
open. 

“Some people think the center 
is funded by ongoing government 
support. They think the city gives 
us a lot of money to keep the 
building open, but it is only 6 per¬ 
cent,” said Cheu. “That is why it is 
so important we reach out to in¬ 
dividual donors to keep our doors 
open and keep programs going 
on.” 

Cheu defended Newsom’s 
hosting a fundraiser for the build¬ 
ing as not only being a successful 
event for the center’s coffers but 
also as an important bridge to ex¬ 
pand the list of people who con¬ 
tribute and support the center. 

“I think we want to make it 
clear to people who are not neces¬ 
sarily L, G, B, T, or Q that the cen- 
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ter is a civic institution. Just in the 
same way as non-Jews would give 
to a Jewish museum or a white 
person would give to an Asian 
American cultural center,” said 
Cheu. 

The center’s drive for funds has 
at times been met with derision 
from community groups expect¬ 
ing the building to simply hand 
over free space. While the center 
has been able to offer rooms for 
no charge at times - and develop 
special rates for nonprofit and 
community groups - board mem¬ 
bers counter they have a duty to 
ensure the building remains eco¬ 
nomically feasible. 

“It is important for us finan¬ 
cially to be able to count on that 
revenue” from room rentals and 
office space said Wiener. “Some¬ 
times people want to use the 
building for free and we are not in 
a position to do that. We do rec¬ 
ognize that different types of or¬ 
ganizations are not able to pay at 
the same level and we have ac¬ 
counted for that.” 

Groups that have limited funds 
hailed the center for being flexible 
in its rates, and many program co¬ 
ordinators give high marks to the 
building’s facilities. Keith Folger, 
program manager of the Stop 
AIDS Project’s Positive Force, has 
turned to the center countless 
times to find space for events. 
From the various room sizes and 
cheap prices to its loading dock 
and kitchen facilities, as well as 
being on several Muni lines, he 
said the center, compared to 
where he used to rent space, has 
been a godsend. 

“It’s just in general, I don’t 
know, the space is ours. It’s queer 
and I work with a queer pro¬ 
gram,” he said. “It’s still neat to be 
in a space that is directly related to

the community we are working 
with.” 

Other organizations are anx¬ 
ious to tap into the center not only 
for the networking opportunities 
of being with other groups using 
the building, but also for the free 
publicity the center gives events. 
Groups have their meetings and 
events listed on the center’s 
monthly calendar as well as on its 
Web site. 

The local chapter of a national 
fraternity for gay men intends to 
host an event there in April in 
hopes of attracting new members 
to the chapter. 

“People go in and out of the 
center for a variety of reasons - to 
attend meetings and events of 
other organizations or to do vol¬ 
unteer work - those types of peo¬ 
ple we want to target because 
Delta Lambda Phi is service ori¬ 
ented,” said Paul E. Pratt, presi¬ 
dent of the Zeta chapter. 

Expanding education 

The center’s biggest tenants, 
City College of San Francisco and 
the Harvey Milk Institute, both 
hailed having their classes in the 
building as phenomenally suc¬ 
cessful. While last spring enroll¬ 
ment for City College courses was 
somewhat weak, demand for 
classes in the fall and this spring 
have exceeded capacity. 


“Last spring semester when the 
center was still getting its act to¬ 
gether to get open, they literally 
took the gates down in front of 
the building one day and we had 
classes the next day. Most people 
passed the building thinking it 
was not open,” said Bruce Smith, 
dean of liberal arts and City Col¬ 
lege’s Castro-Valencia Campus 
who oversees the college’s center 
offerings. “Last fall and this spring 
we have been turning people away 
from almost all of our classes.” 

As City College prepares to in¬ 
stitute cuts to its offerings due to 
the state’s budget woes, Smith said 
it should not affect the number of 
courses offered at the center. 
Though he did meet with center 
staff this week to discuss the col¬ 
lege’s lease terms for the building. 

“We had some preliminary dis¬ 
cussions about expanding classes. 
But it is not the greatest of times 
for community college budgets to 
expand,” Smith said. 

Despite the economic down¬ 
turn, the Harvey Milk Institute 
has expanded by about 20 percent, 
said Executive Director Kevin 
Schaub. While the institute is 
doing less workshops, Schaub said 
more people are able to attend 
them. And he said being in the 
center has brought in a new batch 
of students who may not have dis¬ 
covered the programs. 

“HMI has moved from a pop¬ 
up tent workshop and events pro¬ 
ducing organization into a whole 
new dimension now,” said Schaub,

who for years used his living room 
as administration space. “We are 
doing a few less classes but have 
dozens of arts and events now. It 
is a whole new department we 
were able to open up and flour¬ 
ish.” 

The Institute’s QComedy 
nights have seen double the num¬ 
bers in the audience since moving 
into the center, and the series is 
now able to attract top name 
queer comedians. And Schaub 
and his staff have been able to add 
new events to their roster. 

“With the sound and lighting 
in two performance rooms we 
have been able to do things we 
couldn’t have dreamed of in the 
past,” he said. 

As the center’s boosters come 
together this weekend to celebrate 
the building’s first birthday, they 
are confident it will continue to 
play a central role for the LGBT 
community. 

“I hope more people feel con¬ 
nected to the center and more 
people use it and we just grow as a 
community,” said Gerson. 

But for it to survive to see its 
second birthday, those who 
worked to ensure the center would 
open said it is up to the LGBT 
community to support it. 

“What I would like to see is for 
more and more San Franciscans, 
queer or straight, to take owner¬ 
ship of it. We can’t expect that this 
great gift of a center will’just sus¬ 
tain itself,” said Leno. “It stands 
before us now due to the generos¬ 
ity and vision of the city of San 
Francisco, Chuck Holmes, and 
thousands of other donors. But 
for it to survive and to continue to 
thrive, I would like to think every¬ 
one would want to contribute 
whatever they could to see that 
happen. That will finally spell its 
ultimate success” ▼

t’s tragic that it took deaths to 
' alert people to the dangers of 

the diet supplement ephedra. 

A bottle of the drug was found 
in the locker room of 23-year-old 
Baltimore Orioles pitching 
prospect Steve Bechler at spring 
training in February. A medical 
examiner said he believed the sup¬ 
plement had something to do 
with the athlete’s death from 
heatstroke. 

Other deaths, heart at- 
tacks, and strokes have 
shown the supplement to 
be as safe as Phen Fen. 

California prosecutors 
have sued Cytodyne Tech¬ 
nologies Inc. and its cor¬ 
porate officer Robert 
Chinery alleging un¬ 
fair business practices 
and making mislead¬ 
ing statements about 
how effectively the dietary supple- 
. merit Xenadrine works. 

The civil lawsuit, filed in Napa 
County Superior Court, alleges 
Cytodyne’s ads do not warn con¬ 
sumers about the link between 
ephedra and serious health haz¬ 
ards, an omission that violates the 
state’s fair business practice laws. 

Baseball, which has banned the 
use of ephedra in the minor 
leagues, will begin testing all non¬ 
union minor league players this 
spring for over-the-counter sup¬ 
plements. 

Major league baseball has 
merely “advised” players not to 
take dangerous and questionable 
supplements. 

Ephedra is banned by the 
NCAA, NFL, and International 
Olympic Committee. During last 
summer’s labor negotiations to 
ban it, the baseball players union 
refused. 

Obviously, they’re more con¬ 
cerned about short-term perfor¬ 
mance than the long-term life of 
their athletes. 

Book ’em 

This comes on the heels of an¬ 
other revealing baseball book, this 
one penned by Yankees pitcher 
David Wells, who was fined 
$100,000 for an autobiography 
filled with revelations of drinking, 
drug use, and nasty talk that the 
Yankees felt tarnished their image 
(and what of Derek Jeter’s dating 
Mariah Carey?). 
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The fine amounts to 10 days’ 
pay for Wells. 

Wells claimed that over 20 per¬ 
cent of pro baseball players took 
steroids and other questionable or 
banned substances. He later apol¬ 
ogized, and is set to pay the fine, 
which wilTbe distributed among 
various charities; the Boys and 
Girls Clubs of New York, the Base¬ 
ball Assistance Team and the Spe¬ 
cial Operations Warrior Founda¬ 
tion (Sounds like an Oliver North 
after-school program).. 

Reporting on 
Wells’s book 

brouhaha inspired 
KRQN 4’s sportscaster 
Gary Radnich to recall, on 
Monday’s news broadcast, an 
interview with former Oak¬ 
land Raiders quarter¬ 
back Ken Stabler. The 
footballer claimed in 
his autobiography, 
Snake , to have 
caroused at a few Bay 
Area gay bars, where he and other 
players “roughed up” some pa¬ 
trons. 

A quick perusal of an Ama¬ 
zon.com review of Snake includes 
these remarks: “Shocking tales of 
hot-tub orgies, drunken sprees, 
and other general hedonism high¬ 
light page after page. And there is 
some football, too.”

curity very unnerving.” 

Adding to the many national 
and local queer groups that have 
taken a stance against the im¬ 
pending war, the San Francisco 
LGBT Pride Committee last week 
issued an antiwar resolution. The 
decision followed a community 
meeting last month at which most 
participants spoke against the war. 

“Whereas the current Don’t Ask 
Don’t Tell policy retained by U.S. 
restricts the ability of LGBT indi¬ 
viduals to serve in the military 
without jeopardizing an inherent 
sense of self ...[andj an increase in 
military spending diminishes re¬ 
sources available for social pro¬ 
grams ...[and] racism, xenophobia 
and the erosion of civil liberties im¬

have questioned how the judg¬ 
ment of the report can be valid if 
the person conducting it acted so 
grossly inappropriately. They are 
urging that it be thrown out. 

Rehnquist also was under 
heavy pressure for her overall 
management of the nonpartisan 
office. All six of her top deputies 
had either resigned or been forced 
out over the last two years. 

Charges that she personally de¬ 
layed an audit of the Florida state 
pension fund are under review by 
an ethics body. That delay meant 
that potentially embarrassing results 
would not become known during 
the tough re-election campaign of 
Florida Governor Jeb Bush.

...Therefore [the Pride Committee] 
rejects the contention that war be 
used to settle differences between 
governments and says ‘no to war,”’ 
the statement reads in part. 

Antiwar protests are becoming 
more frequent as the projected 
date for war draws closer. Despite 
a report last week by United Na¬ 
tions weapons inspectors indicat¬ 
ing that Iraq is apparently cooper¬ 
ating with disarmament efforts, 
the U.S. has put forward a new 
U.N. resolution that would give 
Saddam Hussein until March 17 
to prove he has disarmed. It is un¬ 
clear whether the U.S. will mar¬ 
shal enough votes in the U.N.'Se- 
curity Council to pass the resolu¬ 
tion, but President Bush has said 
the U.S. is prepared to act with or 
without U.N. approval. 

At press time, it appeared 
that the March 17 date might 
change. T 


One of Rehnquist’s harshest 
critics, Senator Charles Grassley 
(R-Iowa), called the resignation 
“the right step. The inspector gen¬ 
eral job wasn’t a good fit for her 
abilities.” 

The way that Rehnquist carried 
out the audit process was “a psy¬ 
chological terror,” said Cornelius 
Baker, executive director of the 
Whitman Walker Clinic in Wash¬ 
ington, D.C., and chair of the Na¬ 
tional Coalition for LGBT Health. 

“She’s not supposed to be some 
sort of robocop out to destroy 
AIDS services organizations, but 
to help them do their job better.” 
He said the tone of an agency is set 
at the top. The disrespect shown 
organizations under review was 
reflected in the disrespect and 
turnover of key staff in the in¬ 
spector general’s office.

ut There was feeling foot- 

11 loose and fancy-free (and 
still pleasantly medicated 
from our dental appointment) 
last Thursday night, so we gallery- 
hopped around the downtown 
blue-chip art galleries which par¬ 
ticipate in the First Thursdays 
openings blitz. 

Our first surprise was seeing so 
many old (we mean dear) friends 
out and about. Then we were sur¬ 
prised by the size of the crowds, 
and the unmistakable spirit of 
revelry afoot. We had to pinch 
ourselves and do a reality check: 
Weren’t we, as a nation, on the 
brink of what could well turn out 
to be a horrible war? And wasn’t 
this global bonfire about to be ig¬ 
nited by our very own unelected 
President? 

Then it hit us: maybe the 
specter of impending gore and 
mayhem was the very reason so 
many among us were downing 
jug wine and loving it. With 
the world spiraling out of 
control, perhaps we all 
should revel while we 
still can. 

Somewhere among 
the figurative sculptures 
of Manuel Neri, the ra¬ 
diant still-lifes of Amy

Gee, it felt al¬ 
most like the late ’90s again, when 
OT was invited to three hotel-open¬ 
ing parties a week, the French 
champagne freely poured, and we 
were gifted with groovy, free mer¬ 
chandise upon our exit (“Have an 
aromatherapy eye-pillow!”) 

But heck, it sure ain’t those 
hazy-lazy days anymore. In last 
week’s Presidential press confer¬ 
ence (his big #2 since in office), 
W. made clear that he didn’t care 
how the UN votes added up, he’s 
in charge now! Hmmm, it just 
seems like we’ve heafd that some¬ 
where before. Oh yeah, it was dur¬ 
ing that long, lost weekend in 
Florida with some lug named 
Chad. He was sure hung. 

The US government’s open 
flouting of the UN’s authority gets 
us where we live, and we mean SF.

On the coming war: “If I were 
President, I would reinstate the 
draft — but only for women, and 
only for those over 40.” 

The concert ended with a 
heartfelt performance, in honor 


of dear departed composer Lou 
Harrison, of his “King David’s 
Lament,” performed by tenor 
Harold Gray Meers; piano four 
hands by Heggie and Mark 
Morash; the SF Gay Men’s Cho¬ 
rus, Kathleen McGuire, conduc¬ 
tor; and resonant members of the 
audience. “Now I grieve for you, 
my brother Jonathan... Your love 
was wonderful, surpassing the 
love of women.” Out There is not 
ashamed to say we teared up. 

42nd Street 

Out There stood with the mu¬ 
sicians who went on strike last 
week on Broadway, against greedy 
musical producers who appeared 
to believe that a synthesized or¬ 
chestra could take the place of live 
music. Fortunately, B’way stage¬ 
hands and techies refused to cross 
the musicians’ picket lines, and 
more than 40 B’way composers, 
orchestrators and conductors 
came out publicly in support of 
the musicians, including Chicago 
composer John Kander. When 
Kander and lyricist Fred Ebb 
wrote, “Give ’em the old razzle- 
dazzle,” we feel sure they didn’t 
mean, “Give ’em an amplified dig¬ 
ital music-box.” 

March ShoWers 

The talk at last week’s ShoW- 
est convention, the gathering of 
exhibitors, theater-owners and 
movie-industry types in Las 
Vegas, was all about the films that 
ordinary mortals like you and OT 
can’t see yet. Movies for possible 
release are screened for film- 
world high-rollers in Vegas — 
how very Late Roman Empire. 

By now, even whores-to-Holly- 
wood types all turn out for Indie 
Night, which used to mean an 
evening of little art-films, and now 
means a nite of potential block¬ 
busters. The popular favorite at 
Indie Night was Camp, an IFC re¬ 
lease that our Insider Buddy calls 
“a gay Fame meets American Idol.”

an Francisco’s Best of 
Broadway series will keep it 
gay during its 2003-04 sea¬ 
son. At the top of the ’mo list are 
Hairspray and Take Me Out, and 
there are significant gay connec¬ 
tions in most of the just-an¬ 
nounced titles. 

You can’t get much gayer than 
Hairspray (spring 2004 at the 
Golden Gate), even if the story is 
ostensibly about hetero-puppy 
love in 1960s Baltimore. After all, 
this smash-hit musical was based 
on a film by John Waters (!) that 
starred Divine (!) and currently 
stars Harvey Fierstein (!) in re¬ 
splendent drag. Unofficial word is 
that so-gay comedy writer Bruce 
Vilanch will take the Divine/Fier- 
stein role on the road. The musi¬ 
cal’s creative team is also heavily 
and happily bent: director Jack 
O’Brien, choreographer Jerry 
Mitchell, librettist Mark O’Don¬ 
nell, and songwriters Marc 
Shaiman and Scott Wittman. 

When Hairspray 


picked up the award for 
best musical show 
album at the recent 
Grammy Awards, com¬ 
poser and co-producer 
Shaiman, standing next 
to lyricist Wittman, 
said, “For everyone out 
there who thinks 
Broadway is noth¬ 
ing but Jews and 


gays, I have this to 
say: Oy gevalt; me and my lover 
just won a Grammy!” 

The most specifically gay of¬ 
fering in the upcoming Best of 
Broadway season is Take Me Out 
(summer 2004 at the Curran). In 
gay playwright Richard Green¬ 
berg’s current Broadway hit, a 
beloved baseball star shakes up 
the sports world by announcing 
that he’s gay. Most of the cast gets 
naked at one time or another (not 
that we really notice these things). 

Greenberg, one of the first 
mainstream playwrights to deal 
with AIDS, in Eastern Standard, is 
currently represented locally with 
ACT’s The Dazzle. Carole Shoren- 
stein Hays, a partner in the Best of 
Broadway series, is one of the 
Broadway producers of Take Me 
Out, assuring a San Francisco stop 
on the tour. 

Gay director Joe Mantello, the 
director of Take Me Out, will also 
be represented by Terrence Mc¬ 
Nally’s Frankie and Johnny in the 
Clair de Lune (winter 2004 at the 
Curran). The current Broadway 
revival opened with Edie Falco 
and Stanley Tucci as the unlikely 
lovers of the title, but no casting 
news yet on the tour. Gay play¬ 
wright McNally’s credits include

The Ritz, Love! Valour! Compas¬ 
sion!, and Master Class. 

Of course, there were no gay 
characters when Rodgers and 
Hammerstein’s Flower Drum Song 
(fall 2003 at the Golden Gate) 
opened on Broadway in 
1958. But when a heav¬ 
ily revised revival 
opened last year in New 
York, a flamboyantly 
gay costumer had been 
added to the story set in 
San Francisco’s China¬ 
town. 

Ironically, play¬ 
wright David 
Henry Hwang (M. 
Butterfly) had been 
brought in to update the musical’s 
racial sensibilities, but was then 
criticized for promulgating an¬ 
other stereotype. It will be inter¬ 
esting to see if this super-swishy 
character will still be around by 
the time the musical faces San 
Francisco’s gay-sawy audiences. 

Movin' Out (summer 2004 at 
the Golden Gate) uses Billy Joel’s 
songs and Twyla Tharp’s choreog¬ 
raphy to tell the stories of five life¬ 
long friends through the turbu¬ 
lence of the ’60s and ’70s. After a 
shaky out-of-town tryout in 
Chicago, a doctored version 
opened on Broadway last fall and 
has become a surprise hit. 

Here’s one we didn’t see com¬ 
ing: Marisa Tomei starring in a re¬ 
vival of Sweet Charity (fall 2003 at 
the Golden Gate). The 1966 musi¬ 
cal was instigated by director- 
choreographer Bob Fosse as a ve¬ 
hicle for Gwen Verdon, and has 
since been associated with strong 
musical-theater types. Perhaps 
Tomei, who won a supporting 
Oscar for My Cousin Vinny in 
1992, has been keeping this side of 
her talents under wraps. Billed as 
a pre-Broadway engagement. 

Finally we come to The Lion 
King (winter 2004 at the Or- 


pheum), the musical that gave 
Disney some respect on Broad¬ 
way. It also made a star of direc¬ 
tor-choreographer Julie Taymor, 
who employed considerable visu¬ 
al imagination to turn the ani¬ 
mated feature populated by ani¬ 
mals into a stage musical. Songs 
are by Tim Rice and (the final gay 
connection) Elton John.

The Producers' rule at the Orpheum

he reputation that has pre¬ 
ceded The Producers' arrival 
at the Orpheum is impossi¬ 
ble to match. But even if the tour¬ 
ing show were just 50% as effec¬ 
tive as the original Broadway in¬ 
carnation (and the number is 
considerably higher than that), it 
would still be one of the funniest 
musical comedies in decades. 

Though only in its second year 
on Broadway, The Producers is al¬ 
ready the stuff of legend. Comic 
genius Mel Brooks, his film career 
sputtering to a close, returned to 
his first film hit to create his first 
stage musical. Writing the songs 
himself, and gloriously recycling 
“Springtime for Hitler,” he worked 
with Broadway veteran Thomas 
Meehan (Annie) on the script, and 
turned to the esteemed director- 
choreographer Susan Stroman

( Contact) to stage the piece. 

And then there was the origi¬ 
nal cast headed by Nabhan Lane as 
the larcenous producer Max Bia- 
lystock and Matthew Broderick as 
his reluctant partner Leo Bloom. 
Their chemistry became famous, 
and if Broderick couldn’t quite 
make you forget Gene Wilder’s 
film performance, Lane created a 
Bialystock that owed no apologies 
to Zero Mostel. 

Of course, performers come 
and go, and any show not strong 
enough to handle cast changes 
won’t have very long legs. That 
hasn’t been the case with The Pro¬ 
ducers, still one of Broadway’s 
top-grossing shows and a sizable 
hit on the road, with leading per¬ 
formers who could hardly be 
called stars. (There will be stars, 
Jason Alexander and Martin Short 
as Bialystock and Bloom, when 
the production moves to Los An¬ 
geles after its SF run.) 

But if you don’t need star power 
to run the musical’s engines, you 
do need talent, versatility, and, 
above all, a communicating, comi¬ 
cal outrageousness. The first two 
qualities alone are not enough, as

witnessed by admired English actor 
Henry Goodman’s quick departure 
as Bialystock from the Broadway 
company, and the good news is that 
the touring cast possesses the re¬ 
quired triple octane. 

That’s certainly the case with 
Lewis J. Stadlen, who channels both 
Lane and Mostel in his tireless per¬ 
formance as Bialystock, but also 
finds room for his own zany ener¬ 
gies. Stadlen gained his first acclaim 
years ago portraying Groucho 
Marx, so his credentials in that field 
are long established. There’s more 
awareness of a performance in Don 
Stephenson’s work as the neuras¬ 
thenic Bloom, but it’s an altogether 
likable impersonation of a comic 
bundle of nerve endings. 

The wonderfully droll Fred 
Applegate, as the Nazi-loving 
playwright Franz Liebkind, stands 
out the most in a standout collec¬ 
tion of supporting players. The 
group also includes Broadway 
veteran Lee Roy Reams as a big- 
queen director, Michael Pater nos¬ 
tro as his mincing assistant, and 
Angie Schworer as the hyper- 
Swedish actress Ulla. 

The production looks in most

Gregg Shapiro: In The Notorious 
C.H.O., you referred to having 
self-esteem as "an act of revolu¬ 
tion." What's revolutionary about 
the Revolution Tour? 

Margaret Cho: It’s about the 
way I want to represent my voice. 
I want to speak for people who 
haven’t been heard by the media. 
We don’t have a mainstream that 
speaks to gays and lesbians or 
people of color or women. We 
have so much entertainment out 
there that is directed at a particu¬ 
lar dominant culture, which is 
both jarring and unfair. So I think 
that it’s a revolutionary thing to 
draw attention to it, and to speak 
loudly. 

With the country on the brink of 
war, would you ever consider en¬ 
tertaining the troops at a USO 
show? 

I don’t agree with going to war. 
I think so much of the country is 
so completely at odds with what’s 
going on. But at the same time we 
all loved that Bette Midler movie, 
For the Boys. It would be fabulous. 
I love the Andrews Sisters, but I 
don’t think that it would be some¬ 
thing that I would want to do. 

I don’t disagree with the peo¬ 
ple out there fighting, but I do 
disagree with the military’s atti¬ 
tude of “don’t ask, don’t tell,” and 
how they got rid of translators be¬ 
cause they were gay. The govern¬ 
ment now is so incredibly conser¬ 
vative. 

But I don’t want to victimize 
people out there fighting. They’re 


ways equal to the Broadway edi¬ 
tion, and if not every joke works, 
it hardly matters, for Brooks is al¬ 
ways ready with another. And an¬ 
other. And another. And Stroman 
keeps the production hurtling 
forward with such imagination 
and confidence that all reserva¬ 
tions must finally melt away. 

And there’s good news for all 
four-letter word fans. The “fuck” 
is back in The Producers, as in Bi- 
alystock’s line, “Who do you have 


all kids. My friend just had to say 
goodbye to his brother, because he 
was going off to war. It’s so scary. 
These poor babies, I’m worried 
about them. 

Even with your high profile, you 
continue to perform in a variety 
of venues, from Carnegie Hall to 
LGBT Pride rallies. 

My friends do a comedy night 
at a laundromat, and I’ll perform 
there; I don’t care. I like working 
bizarre open-mic nights. I’m not 
a diva by any stretch of the imag¬ 
ination, because I do some really 
nasty, undiva-like things: I cut my 
own bangs, I buy used make-up 
off eBay. It’s so gross. I’m really 
not divaesque. I’ll tour anywhere, 
I don’t give a shit! 

If Todd Haynes or Martin Scors¬ 
ese approached you about being 
in one of their movies, would you 
consider it? 

Well, of course, Todd Haynes, 
because he’s my favorite. I love all 
of his movies, and Velvet Gold- 


tovm ?” That’s how the line is de¬ 
livered on Broadway and on the 
CD, but it was softened along with 
a few other profanities when the 
musical began its tour in the fly¬ 
over states. Not so in San Francis¬ 
co, where all the rudeness is back 
where it belongs. ▼

he old song “Glad to be Un- 
I happy” tells us that “unre¬ 
quited love’s a bore,” before 
adding, “but for someone you 
adore, it’s a pleasure to be sad.” 
Even these emotionally masochis¬ 
tic desires, according to lyricist 
Larry Hart, who would know, can 
be better than an empty heart. 

Two plays that opened last 
week feature gay-straight compli¬ 
cations to the unrequited love af¬ 
flicting their central characters. In 
the case of Sheila Callaghan’s Scab 
at LaVal’s Subterranean, it’s a fe¬ 
male grad student with mega¬ 
baggage who has fallen in love 
with her uncomplicated new 
roommate. In Nicky Silver’s The 
Maidens Prayer at Venue 9, a gay 
man uses promiscuity as refuge 
from his feelings for a childhood 
friend who has grown up hand¬ 
some and straight. 

Both plays also mix sardonic 
humor and absurdism with 
straight-ahead drama, and both 
plays, though more pronouncedly 
with Scab, have problems coming

to satisfying conclusions. 

San Francisco Stage Works has 
chosen The Maidens Prayer for its 
inaugural production, and it’s 
highlighted by new faces (to me) 
giving quality performances. For 
the openly neurotic Silver, the 
play represents a more sober side 
than seen in such earlier works as 
The Food Chain and Raised in 
Captivity, but his talents at do¬ 
mestic drama aren’t quite as sharp 


as what he brings to his edgy 
comedy. 

The play begins at the wedding 
of Taylor and Cynthia, an appar¬ 
ently golden couple, though the 
first characters we meet are two 
rueful guests: Cynthia’s bitter sis¬ 
ter Libby, who once dated Taylor 
and still loves him, and pliant 
Paul, who has been attracted to 
Taylor since age 6. As the marriage 
crumbles, this romantic quadran¬ 
gle realigns itself, and in the end, if 
nobody gets what they want, they 
may at least get want they need 
(to borrow from another popular 
song). 

Director John Dixon has 
staged the play in efficient and 
slightly stylized manner on a min- 
imalistic set, though the use of ac¬ 
cent music between scenes is 
more awkward than enhancing. 
As the sparring sisters, Desiree 
Matthews convincingly unwraps 
the harridan inside the seemingly 
sweet Cynthia, while Ann Lawler 
shows us the truth behind Libby’s 
acrid nature. 

Colin Stuart, as Taylor, believ¬ 
ably crumbles as this character 
who can’t live up to his good

catch dynamite divas like “Miss 
Kaye Thompson, Miss Kaye Bal¬ 
lard, Miss Kaye Stevens, and the 
biggest Miss Kaye of them all: 
Danny.” Cooper transforms him¬ 
self into that starstruck gay boy as 
well as the divas he so obviously 
adores, calling his act a “G.A.S.: 
Great American Songbook.” 

After a “divinely all-day physi¬ 
cal examination,” Cooper was 
classed “Permanently Deferred.” 
He offers a sweetly straightfor¬ 
ward “I’m Old-Fashioned,” pays 
tribute to Rosemary Clooney with 
“Thanks for Nothing (at All),” and 
to Dolores Gray with “Thanks a 
Lot, But No Thanks!” If Cooper 
keeps to his ’60s theme only inter¬ 
mittently, it doesn’t matter: the 
closest he comes to pop is a hilar¬ 
ious rendition of “These Boots are 
Made for Walkin’.” T

looks. Peter Matthews plays a psy- 
chopathically cheery comic-relief 
character with humorous sweet¬ 
ness. Only Michael Davison as 
Paul, the hub who connects all the 
characters, lacks sufficient polish, 
and his looks don’t jive with the 
script. 

Extra toppings 

Over in Berkeley, just a block 
away from campus, the college-set 
Scab is a good choice for Impact 
Theatre. While the production 
can seem a bit haphazard, some¬ 
how that doesn’t matter so much 
when the venue is the basement of 
a pizza restaurant. Besides, there 
are good performances from all 
under Melissa Hillman’s direc¬ 
tion. 

Playwright Sheila Callaghan is 
a recent winner of the Chesley 
Award for gay- and lesbian- 
themed works, though the only 
consummated sex in Scab is het¬ 
erosexual. Those unions happen 
between Christa, a wide-eyed 
grad student, and an older stu¬ 
dent named Alan, who briefly 
dated Christa’s cynical roommate 
Ani. Ani, who hasn’t gotten over 
Alan, finds herself falling in love 
with Christa. 

Callaghan has a sharp way 
with dialogue, and employs an 
imaginative melding of fantasy, 
hyperbole, and realism. Here’s 
how the main characters reveal 
themselves in just a few words.

here were you during the 
Summer of Love? In 
1967, Bill Cooper heard a 
drummer completely different 
from the suburban dwellers 
around him. The audience nods 
with understanding when he con¬ 
fesses that he didn’t fit in: “I was 
at once notorious and invisible.” 

My Summer of Love, Not Yours, 
Cooper’s new cabaret act at the 
Plush Room, begins with “But 
Alive,” Margo Channing’s brassy 
anthem from Applause, made fa¬ 
mous on Broadway by Lauren Ba¬ 
call. Nattily attired in tailored red 
trousers, his pecs pressing against 
his shiny black chemise, Cooper’s 
casual stage presence belies his 
carefully crafted show. His cheru¬ 
bic cheeks, trim mustache, and 
gap-tooth smile are enhanced by 
his expressive eyes and dynamic 
hands. His flamboyant body lan¬ 
guage caused my companion to 
call Cooper “the Rudy Galindo of 
Cabaret.” An innocent placement 
of hands and a not-so-naive 
swing of his hips allows Cooper to 
tease out sly sexual double-enten¬ 
dres a la Frances Faye. He has the 
musical chops to carry it off: his 
material is wonderfully served by 
his rich, warm voice. 

Cooper is expertly accompa¬ 
nied by Barry Lloyd, his longtime 
musical director, with whom he 
performs on his solo CD, Any¬ 
thing Goes (Original Cast Label). 
To Lloyd he sings, “You Fascinate 
Me So,” and together they sing 
“Without a Song.” They have un¬ 
earthed obscure gems from flop 
musicals like the poignant torch 
songs “Killing Time” by Jule Styne 
and Carolyn Leigh, and “Here I 
Am” by Bob Merrill. Novelty 
numbers like Billy Solly’s “I Could 
Fall in Love” and “The Commuter 
Song” are equally entertaining. 
More recognizable tunesmiths in¬ 
clude Cole Porter, Sammy Cahn, 
and Jerome Kern, all performed

with emotional honesty. Cooper 
often pokes fun at himself with 
special lyrics credited to Michael 
Mascioli. 

In 1967, Cooper was just fin¬ 
ishing high school and watching 
Merv Griffin and Mike Douglas to

Ani: “I’m evil but relatively OK 
with that.” Christa files her CDs 
“by tempo and mood sequence.” 
Alan announces that he “flosses 
twice a day to NPR.” 

Ani’s downward spiral is at the 
heart of the play, and while either 
murder or suicide would provide 
plausible conclusions, Callaghan 
instead offers up a touchy-feely fi¬ 
nale that makes little sense. But 
until then, there is Callaghan’s wit 
to enjoy, as well as sharp perfor¬ 
mances from Alyssa Bostwick, 
Noah James Butler, Pete Caslavka, 
Emily Klein, and Eleanor Scott.

At the movies:'The Son 7 and'Laurel Canyon'

n The Son, a balding, middle- 
i aged man is quizzing a sleepy- 
eyed teenage boy in the front 
seat of a car hurtling through the 
countryside towards an unknown 
destination. The man, Olivier 
(Olivier Gourmet), who teaches 
carpentry skills to wayward youth 
in a vocational training center in a 
grungy-looking Belgian city, is 
going through a very rough patch 
in his life. Divorced from a bitter 
young woman, Magali (Isabella 
Soupart), Olivier’s entire waking 
life appears taken up with teach¬ 
ing four boys at a time to measure 
exactly the wood that passes 
through their sometimes clumsy 
hands. Miscalculate by an eighth 
of an inch, and the bookshelf 
you’re making turns into a lop¬ 
sided waste of wood; miscalculate 
with a boy, and the waste is a life. 

Into Olivier’s well-measured 
life comes Francis (Morgan 
Marinne), fresh from five years in 
a youth prison. At 16, he sports a

sexy blond brush-cut that belies 
the precarious control he com¬ 
mands over a body that seems to 
have a separate, still-mysterious 
destiny mapped out for itself. 
Francis’ arrival throws Olivier into 
a tizzy. The teacher bounds up and

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down the center’s metal staircases, 
hopping onto furniture to grab a 
peek at the boy. Alain Marcoen 
and Benoit Dervaux’s cinematog¬ 
raphy gives us a caffeine rush of 
handheld camerawork, that at first 
seems stuck on the hairs on the 
back of Olivier’s neck. 

We get a sense of nervous ex¬ 
citement mixed with dread when 
Olivier and Francis finally drive 
off together. By now we know that 
one of these characters is capable 
of murder, and we want to shake 
Olivier and demand of him, 
“What do you think you’re 
doing?” But we sense his reply; “I 
don’t know.” 

Written and directed by broth¬ 
ers Jean-Pierre and Luc Dard- 
enne, The Son breaks no sexual 
taboos, but is haunted in its fixa¬ 
tion on the claims that can be 
made on a father by a son, claims 
that a man born to teach cannot 
shirk, although they may break 
his heart. 

Gourmet powerfully under¬ 
plays the role of a man torn be¬ 
tween routine, duty and far baser 
passions. We’re never quite sure 
how he regards Francis, whether 
the paternal or homicidal impulse 
will win out. Marinne stubbornly 
refuses to tug at anybody’s heart¬ 
strings. If you’ve ever wanted to 
be the fly on the wall in a scene 
between two people who proba¬ 
bly should never have met, The I 


Son is your chance. 

Prickly pear 

The chance to glimpse Francis 
McDormand at the height of her 
considerable powers, providing 
the mother’s milk (with a whiskey 
chaser) to a sometimes funny and 
always prickly mother/son rela¬ 
tionship, lends spice to Lisa 
Cholodenko’s second feature, 
Laurel Canyon. Having just re¬ 
ceived the Susan Sarandon, Most- 
well-put-together-broad-in-her- 
40s award in puff, pieces in The 
New York Times and The New 
Yorker (female writers gush over 
an older woman’s beauty), Mc¬ 
Dormand straps on her take-no¬ 
prisoners folksy charm. 

Laurel Canyon is an updated 
riff on the old joke of hippie par¬ 
ents getting their just deserts from 
anal-retentive children. Sam (the 
versatile Christian Bale) and his 
finance Alex (Kate Beckinsale) top 
off their mutual graduation from 
Harvard Medical School by pur¬ 
suing their relationship and post¬ 
grad studies in LA, where Sam’s 
mother Jane (McDormand) has 
an empty house in the canyon for 
them to squat in. 

But Jane’s Laurel Canyon split- 
level is anything but empty. Jane, a 
talented, eccentric record produc¬ 
er, is putting the finishing touches 
on a new album for her much 
younger lover’s band. The hand- 


Irredeemable 
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Give ' Irreversible' a miss 


French skinheads and has no 
lightbulb brighter than 25 watts, 
and since Noe’s camera seems to 
be stuck in a meth warp, it seems 
like an eternity before we figure 
out why we’re there. 

It’s no accident that Irreversible 
makes so little sense at first. Noe, 
with the mind of a smut-obsessed 
little boy who’s got his hands on 
an adult Playstation, has bor¬ 
rowed an old and, in his hands, 
cheap trick. There probably 
should be a law that only Harold 
Pinter be allowed to tweak his 
story by telling everything in re¬ 
verse order. From the opening 
credits (which in the case of Irre¬ 
versible are the closing credits), 
every gut-wrenching violent mo¬ 
ment comes at us out of context. 
A presumably gay man is bashed 
repeatedly in the head with the 
club’s fire extinguisher. A scantily- 
clad woman is viciously beaten, 
raped, and left for dead in a lurid¬ 
ly underlit pedestrian underpass. 
This violence is directed at char¬ 
acters who are mere puppets to 
us, their fates utterly meaningless, 
whether we look helplessly at the 
screen, or try and look away. 

By the time the movie has un¬ 
spooled far enough to allow us a 
glimpse at character and plot, we 
realize we’ve been had. If we take 
Irreversible seriously, then it’s 
clearly a work of sexual fascism, a 
term Pauline Kael coined to de¬ 
scribe her disappointment at Sam 
Peckinpaw’s orgy of machismo, 
Strawdogs, in which a mild-man¬ 
nered nerd of an American pro¬ 
fessor turns insanely violent to 
protect his castle and avenge the 
brutal rape of his wife.

about VIRACEPT® (Vl-ra-cept) 

Generic Name: nelfinavir (nel-FIN-na-veer) mesylate 

For the Treatment of Human 
Immunodeficiency Virus (HIV) Infection 

Please read this information carefully before taking VIRACEPT. Also, please 
read this leaflet each time you renew the prescription, just in case anything 
has changed. This is a summary and not a replacement for a careful 
discussion with your doctor. You and your doctor should discuss VIRACEPT 
when you start taking this medication and at regular checkups. You should 
remain under a doctor’s care when taking VIRACEPT and should not change 
or stop treatment without first talking with your doctor. 

Alert: Find out about medicines that should NOT be taken with 
VIRACEPT. Please also read the section “MEDICINES YOU SHOULD NOT 
TAKE WITH VIRACEPT”. 

WHAT IS VIRACEPT AND HOW DOES IT WORK? 

VIRACEPT is used in combination with other antiretroviral drugs in the 
treatment of people with human immunodeficiency virus (HIV) infection. 
Infection with HIV leads to the destruction of CD4 T cells, which are important 
to the immune system. After a large number of CD4 cells have been destroyed, 
the infected person develops acquired immune deficiency syndrome (AIDS): 
VIRACEPT works by blocking HIV protease (a protein-cutting enzyme), 
which is required for HIV to multiply. VIRACEPT has been shown to 
significantly reduce the amount of HIV in the blood. Although VIRACEPT is 
not a cure for HIV or AIDS, VIRACEPT can help reduce your risk for death 
and illness associated with HIV. Patients who took VIRACEPT also had 
significant increases in the number of CD4 cell count. 

VIRACEPT should be taken together with other antiretroviral drugs such 
as Retrovir® (zidovudine, AZT), Epivir® (lamivudine, 3TC), or Zerit ' (stavudine, 
d4T). Taking VIRACEPT in combination with other antiretroviral drugs 
reduces the amount of HIV in the body (viral loa*d) and raises CD4 counts. 

VIRACEPT may be taken by adults, adolescents, and children 2 years of age 
or older. Studies in infants younger than 2 years of age are now taking place. 

DOES VIRACEPT CURE HIV OR AIDS? 

VIRACEPT is not a cure for HIV infection or AIDS. People taking VIRACEPT may 
still develop opportunistic infections or other conditions associated with HIV 
infection. Some of these conditions are pneumonia, herpes virus infections, 
Mycobacterium avium complex (MAC) infections, and Kaposi’s sarcoma. 

There is no proof that VIRACEPT can reduce the risk of transmitting HIV to 
others through sexual contact or blood contamination. 

WHO SHOULD OR SHOULD NOT TAKE VIRACEPT? 

Together with your doctor, you need to decide whether VIRACEPT is appropriate 
for you. In making your decision, the following should be considered: 
Allergies: If you have had a serious allergic reaction to VIRACEPT, 
you must not take VIRACEPT. You should also inform your doctor, nurse, 
or pharmacist of any known allergies to substances such as other medicines, 
foods, preservatives, or dyes. 

If you are pregnant The effects of VIRACEPT on pregnant women or their 
unborn babies are not known. If you are pregnant or plan to become pregnant, 
you should tell your doctor before taking VIRACEPT. 

If you are breast-feeding: You should discuss with your doctor the best 
way to feed your baby. You should be aware that if your baby does not 
already have HIV, there is a chance that it can be transmitted through 
breast-feeding. Women should not breast-feed if they have HIV. 

Children: VIRACEPT is available for the treatment of children 2 through 
13 years of age with HIV. There is a powder form of VIRACEPT that can be 
mixed with milk, baby formula, or foods like pudding. Instructions on how 
to take VIRACEPT powder can be found in a later section that discusses 
how VIRACEPT Oral Powder should be prepared. 

If you have liver disease: VIRACEPT has not been studied in people with 
liver disease. If you have liver disease, you should tell your doctor before 
taking VIRACEPT. 

Other medical problems: Certain medical problems may affect the use of 
VIRACEPT. Some people taking protease inhibitors have developed new or 
more serious diabetes or high blood sugar. Some people with hemophilia have 
had increased bleeding. It is not known whether the protease inhibitors 
caused these problems. Be sure to tell your doctor if you have hemophilia 
types A and B, diabetes mellitus, or an increase in thirst and/or frequent 
urination. 

Changes in body fat have been seen in some patients taking protease 
inhibitors. These changes may include increased amount of fat in the 
upper back and neck (“buffalo hump”), breast, and around the trunk. 

Loss of fat from the face, legs and arms may also happen. The cause and 
long-term health effects of these conditions are not known at this time. 

CAN VIRACEPT BE TAKEN WITH OTHER MEDICATIONS? 

VIRACEPT may interact with other drugs, including those you take without 
a prescription. You must discuss with your doctor any drugs that you are 
taking or are planning to take before you take VIRACEPT. 

Medicines you should not take with VIRACEPT: 

Propulsid® (cisapride, for heartburn) 

Cordarone® (amiodarone, for irregular heartbeat) 

Quinidine (for irregular heartbeat), also known as Quinaglute®, 

Cardioquin®, Quinidex®, and others 

Ergot derivatives (Cafergot® and others, for migraine headache) 

Halcion® (triazolam) 

Versed® (midazolam) 

Mevacor® (lovastatin, for cholesterol lowering) 

Zocor® (simvastatin, for cholesterol lowering) 


Taking the above drugs with VIRACEPT may cause serious and/or life- 
threatening adverse events. 

Rifampin® (for tuberculosis), also known as Rimactane®, Rifadin®, 
Rifater®, or Rifamate® 

This drug reduces blood levels of VIRACEPT. 

Dose reduction required if you take VIRACEPT with: Mycobutin® 
(rifabutin, for MAC); you will need to take a lower dose of Mycobutin. 

A change of therapy should be considered if you are taking 
VIRACEPT with: 

Phenobarbital 

Phenytoin (Dilantin® and others) 

Carbamazepine (Tegretol® and others) 

These agents may reduce the amount of VIRACEPT in your blood and 
make it less effective. 

Oral contraceptives (“the pill”) 

If you are taking the pill to prevent pregnancy, you should use a different 
type of contraception since VIRACEPT may reduce the effectiveness of 
oral contraceptives. 

Special considerations 

Before you take Viagra® (sildenafil) with VIRACEPT, talk to your doctor 
about possible drug interactions and side effects. If you take Viagra and 
VIRACEPT together, you may be at increased risk of side effects of Viagra 
such as low blood pressure, visual changes, and penile erection lasting 
more than 4 hours. If an erection lasts longer than 4 hours, you should 
seek immediate medical assistance to avoid permanent damage to your 
penis. Your doctor can explain these symptoms to you. 

It is not recommended to take VIRACEPT with the cholesterol-lowering 
drugs Mevacor® (lovastatin) or Zocor® (simvastatin) because of possible 
drug interactions. There is also an increased risk of drug interactions 
between VIRACEPT and Lipitor® (atorvastatin) and Baycol® (cerivastatin); 
talk to your doctor before you take either of these cholesterol reducing 
drugs with VIRACEPT. 

Taking St. John’s wort (hypericum perforatum), an herbal product sold as 
a dietary supplement, or products containing St. John’s wort with . 
VIRACEPT is not recommended. Talk with your doctor if you are taking or 
are planning to take St. John’s wort. Taking St. John’s wort may decrease 
VIRACEPT levels and lead to increased viral load and possible resistance 
to VIRACEPT or cross resistance to other antiretroviral drugs. 

HOW SHOULD VIRACEPT BE TAKEN WITH OTHER ANTI-HIV DRUGS? 
Taking VIRACEPT together with other anti-HIV drugs increases their ability to 
fight the virus. It also reduces the opportunity for resistant viruses to grow. 
Based on your history of taking other anti-HIV medicine, your doctor will 
direct you on how to take VIRACEPT and other anti-HIV medicines. These 
drugs should be taken in a certain order or at specific times. This will 
depend on how many times a day each medicine should be taken. It will 
also depend on whether it should be taken with or without food. 

Nucleoside analogues: No drug interaction problems were seen when 
VIRACEPT was given with: 

Retrovir (zidovudine, AZT) 

Epivir (lamivudine, 3TC) 

Zerit (stavudine, d4T) 

Videx® (didanosine, ddl) 

If you are taking both Videx (ddl) and VIRACEPT: 

Videx should be taken without food, on an empty stomach. Therefore, you 
should take VIRACEPT with food one hour after or more than two hours 
before you take Videx. 

Nonnucleoside reverse transcriptase inhibitors (NNRTIs): 

When VIRACEPT is taken together with: 

Viramune® (nevirapine) 

The amount of VIRACEPT in your blood is unchanged. A dose adjustment 
is not needed when VIRACEPT is used with Viramune. 

Sustiva™ (efavirenz) 

The amount of VIRACEPT in your blood may be increased. A dose adjustment 
is not needed when VIRACEPT is used with Sustiva. 

Other NNRTIs 

VIRACEPT has not been studied with other NNRTIs. 

Other protease inhibitors: 

When VIRACEPT is taken together with: 

Crixivan® (indinavir) 

The amount of both drugs in your blood may be increased. Currently, there 
are no safety and efficacy data available from the use of this combination. 
Norvir™ (ritonavir) 

The amount of VIRACEPT in your blood may be increased. Currently, there 
are no safety and efficacy data available from the use of this combination. 
Invirase® (saquinavir) 

The amount of saquinavir in your blood may be increased. Currently, there 
are no safety and efficacy data available from the use of this combination. 

WHAT ARE THE SIDE EFFECTS OF VIRACEPT? 

Like all medicines, VIRACEPT can cause side effects. Most of the side effects 
experienced with VIRACEPT have been mild to moderate. Diarrhea is the 
most common side effect in people taking VIRACEPT, and most adult patients 
had at least mild diarrhea at some point during treatment. In clinical studies, 
about 15-20% of patients receiving VIRACEPT 750 mg (three tablets) three 
times daily or 1250 mg (five tablets) two times daily had four or more loose 
stools a day. In most cases, diarrhea can be controlled using antidiarrheal 
medicines, such as Imodium® A-D (loperamide) and others, which are 
available without a prescription. 

Other side effects that occurred in 2% or more of patients receiving VIRACEPT 
include nausea, gas and rash. 

There were other side effects noted in clinical studies that occurred in 
less than 2% of patients receiving VIRACEPT. However, these side effects 
may have been due to other drugs that patients were taking or to the 
illness itself. Except for diarrhea, there were not many differences in side 
effects in patients who took VIRACEPT along with other drugs compared 
with those who took only the other drugs. For a complete list of side effects, 


ask your doctor, nurse, or pharmacist. 

HOW SHOULD I TAKE VIRACEPT? 

VIRACEPT is available only with your doctor’s prescription. Your doctor may 
prescribe the light blue VIRACEPT Tablets either as 1250 mg (five tablets) 
taken two times a day or as 750 mg (three tablets) taken three times a 
day. VIRACEPT should always be taken with a meal or a light snack. VIRACEPT 
tablets are film-coated to help make the tablets easier to swallow. 

Take VIRACEPT exactly as directed by your doctor. Do not increase or 
decrease any dose or the number of doses per day. Also, take this medicine 
for the exact period of time that your doctor has instructed. Do not stop 
taking VIRACEPT without first consulting with your doctor, even if 
you are feeling better. 

Only take medicine that has been prescribed specifically for you. Do not 
give VIRACEPT to others or take medicine prescribed for someone else. 

The dosing of VIRACEPT may be different for you than for other patients. 
Follow the directions from your doctor, exactly as written on the label. 

The amount of VIRACEPT in the blood should remain somewhat consistent 
over time. Missing doses will cause the concentration of VIRACEPT to 
decrease; therefore, you should not miss any doses. However, if you 
miss a dose, you should take the dose as soon as possible and then take 
your next scheduled dose and future doses as originally scheduled. 

Dosing in adults (including children 14 years of age and older) 

The recommended adult dose of VIRACEPT is 1250 mg (five tablets) 
taken two times a day or 750 mg (three tablets) taken three times a day. 
Each dose should be taken with a meal or light snack. 

Dosing in children 2 to 13 years of age 

The VIRACEPT dose in children depends on their weight. The 
recommended dose is 20 to 30 mg/kg (or 9 to 14 mg/pound) per dose, 
taken three times daily with a meal or light snack. This can be 
administered either in tablet form or, in children unable to take tablets, as 
VIRACEPT Oral Powder. 

Dose instructions will be provided by the child’s doctor. The dose will be 
given three times daily using the measuring scoop provided, a measuring 
teaspoon, or one or more tablets depending on the weight and age of the 
child. The amount of oral powder or tablets to be given to a child is 
described in the chart below.

In measuring oral powder, the scoop or teaspoon should be level. 

* 1 level scoop contains 50 mg of VIRACEPT. Use only the scoop provided 
with your VIRACEPT bottle. 

11 level teaspoon contains 200 mg of VIRACEPT. Note: A measuring 
teaspoon used for dispensing medication should be used for measuring 
VIRACEPT Oral Powder. Ask your pharmacist to make sure you have a 
medication dispensing teaspoon. 


How should VIRACEPT Oral Powder be prepared? 

The oral powder may be mixed with a small amount of water, milk, formula, soy 
formula, soy milk, dietary supplements, or dairy foods such as pudding or ice 
cream. Once mixed, the entire amount must be taken to obtain the full dose. 
Do not mix the powder with any acidic food or juice, such as orange or 
grapefruit juice, apple juice, or apple sauce, because this may create a 
bitter taste. 

Once the powder is mixed, it may be stored at room temperature or 
refrigerated for up to 6 hours. Do not heat the mixed dose once it has 
been prepared. 

Do not add water to bottles of oral powder. 

VIRACEPT powder is supplied with a scoop for measuring. For help in 
determining the exact dose of powder for your child, please ask your 
doctor, nurse, or pharmacist. 

VIRACEPT Oral Powder contains aspartame, a low-calorie sweetener, and 
therefore should not be taken by children with phenylketonuria (PKU). 

HOW SHOULD VIRACEPT BE STORED? 

Keep VIRACEPT and all other medicines out of the reach of children. Keep 
bottle closed and store at room temperature (between 59°F and 86°F) 
away from sources of moisture such as a sink or other damp place. Heat 
and moisture may reduce the effectiveness of VIRACEPT. 

Do not keep medicine that is out of date or that you no longer need. Be 
sure that if you throw any medicine away, it is out of the reach of children. 
Discuss all questions about your health with your doctor. If you have 
questions about VIRACEPT or any other medication you are taking, ask 
your doctor, nurse, or pharmacist. You can also call 1.888.VIRACEPT

. I onday is St. Patrick’s Day. 

• For some, just another 
I day of revelry: corned 
beef, green beer, Irish potatoes, 
hangovers. But it could well be 
the day the US does what it hasn’t 
done in well over a century and a 
half: start a war with another na¬ 
tion. 

It’s been one appalling TV 
news bite after another since 
George Bush delivered his speech 
last Thursday on why he will start 
a war no matter what the rest of 
the sentient world thinks. Bush 
reiterated his standards about the 
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evils of Saddam Hussein. Has 
anyone ever disputed that Hus¬ 
sein is evil? But since when did 
evil become the new litmus test 
for war? And if that is the litmus 
test, how many other evil leaders 
are we prepared to depose, for 
there are many? 

The President also repeated 
the mantra with which he has, ac¬ 
cording to the most recent polls, 
brainwashed 70% of American 
men and 40% of American 
women into supporting war on 
Iraq: 9/11 = terrorism - Saddam 
Hussein. 

Bush has never 
looked as determined 
(nor as demonic — 
he’s been taking 
lessons from Tom 
DeLay, hasn’t he?) as 
he was in this speech, 
which we watched 
at the universi¬ 
ty where we 
teach, sur¬ 
rounded by a 
group of our young, pierced-and- 
dyed students, who sat in stunned 
silence watching the CNN tele¬ 
cast. As Bush spoke, CNN ran its 
usual subtitles below, the lead 
point running like ticker-tape be¬ 
neath him: “President says ‘a lot 
of nations agree Saddam is evil.” 
The quotation marks would have 
made us laugh were the issue not 
so perilous. 

“A lot of” nations (Bush still 
has trouble naming names) were 
not in agreement the following 
morning at the UN tfrhen Hans 
Blix delivered his update on 
weapons inspections. Blix, 
pleased with the progress, noted, 
in a rather admonishing tone di¬ 
rected at the US, that the missiles 
Iraq had begun to destroy were 
not “toothpicks,” but major 
weapons. Sec. of State Colin Pow¬ 
ell dismissed the comment as cav¬ 
alierly as he dismissed Iraqi com¬ 
pliance with the original US de¬ 
mand for disarmament: Too lit¬ 
tle, too late. (We don’t remember 
that clause in the original resolu¬ 
tion, but Powell and Bush repeat 
it so often it must be there.) 
Meanwhile, France was more in¬ 
censed than ever at US insistence 
on a deadline for war, as was Ger¬ 
many, both of which nations’ am- 
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bassadors suggested there should 
never be a deadline for war. As 
our friend said while watching 
the newscast from the UN with 
the 10-day deadline, “You give 
people more time to RSVP for a 
party.” 

New world hoarder 

China stated what media 
throughout Europe and Asia have 
suggested: US insistence on a war 
with Iraq is merely the first step 
in a plan to dominate the Middle 
East and secure all oil reserves for 
itself. The world-domination 
theory was given 
weight last week 
when Nightline aired 
a segment on the 
People for a New 
American Century 
group. Ted Koppel in¬ 
terviewed one of 
the founders, 
neo-conserva- 

_tive Bill Kris- 

tol, editor of 
The Weekly Standard. Think Tri¬ 
lateral Commission and New 
World Order, and the pieces fall 
together in a pattern of grim deja 
vu. Of the 40 original members of 
the group, 12 are now high-rank¬ 
ing members of the Bush Admin¬ 
istration, including Dick Cheney, 
Donald Rumsfeld and Paul Wol- 
fowitz. It doesn’t take a conspira¬ 
cy theorist to make one feel a lit¬ 
tle shaky over this configuration. 

Nightline also presented one of 
their fabulous town meetings, the 
topic of which was the question 
on many lips: Why now? Alas, 
that question, as Koppel pointed 
out at the end of the 90 minutes, 
was never answered effectively by 
the pro-war side of the panel, but 
much else was said. Sen. Carl 
Levin once again was a lonely 
voice from the Congress in oppo¬ 
sition to the war. Former CIA di¬ 
rector James Woolsey couldn’t 
have been creepier in his hawk¬ 
ishness. Susan Thistletwaite, head 
of the Chicago seminary of the 
United Church of Christ, once 
again made her compelling argu¬ 
ments about why this is not, in 
strictly religious terms, a just war. 
Members of the audience includ¬ 
ed ambassadors from France and 
Germany, Rep. Jesse Jackson Jr., 
and a woman who stood up and 
showed photos of atrocities 
against children from other wars 
and attempted to remind the au¬ 
dience that this would be a result 
of this proposed war. 

The.meeting began with Kop¬ 
pel airing two of the most intense 
of recent ads promoting or rail¬ 
ing against the war. The opposi¬ 
tion ad from the National Coun¬ 
cil of Churches showed searing 
images of Vietnam and commen¬ 
tary from several TV stars, in¬ 
cluding Amy Brenneman and 
Tyne Daly, Emmy winners from 
CBS’s Judging Amy. The pro-war 
spot was narrated by Fred 
Thompson, former senator and 
now star of NBC’s Law & Order. 
Thompson solidified the position 
of the Bush Administration: 
“When people ask what has Sad¬ 
dam done to us, let me ask, what 
had the 9/11 hijackers done to us 
before 9/11?” The chilling mes¬ 
sage: Get them before they get 
you. 

The Nightline town meeting 
provided the kind of debate so es¬ 
sential at this time. It should have 
been aired on prime time when 
the majority of Americans who 
need to see it might watch, but it 
would have conflicted with the 
final night of I'm a Celebrity — 
Get Me Out of Here. 

Alas, we missed that TV pin¬ 


nacle. We hate to disappoint our 
readership, but Reality TV 
seemed more superfluous than 
usual this week. We did, however, 
witness (and nearly vomited) 
through the premiere of The 
Family. (Is ABC trying to out- 
FOX FOX with the sleaziest reali¬ 
ty shows on network TV?) Per¬ 
haps it was watching people eat 
oysters (like Ellen DeGeneres, we 
used to work in an oyster bar in 
New Orleans, and have never 
been able to stomach them since). 
Perhaps it was host George 
Hamilton’s incipient melanoma 
glow. Perhaps it was just that we 
kept thinking about that other re¬ 
ality show being acted out in 
Washington, and how for the 
next few months our addictive 
soap-opera viewing will be pre¬ 
empted by Iraqis getting killed. 
Whatever the confluence, we 
can’t recommend it. Like the oys¬ 
ters, The Family sucked. 

Chills and thrills 

We are, however, in need of 
some respite from news, and thus 
absolutely love ABC’s new Mon¬ 
day night chiller, Miracles, star¬ 
ring hunky Johnny Depp-alike 
Skeet Ulrich and the lovely 
Marisa Ramirez (who parlayed 
her brief stint on General Hospital 
into a prime-time career with her 
luscious, vampy good looks and 
keen sense of irony). Think early 
X-Files. This show is so good it 
makes one’s skin crawl. Morality, 
the conflict between good and 
evil, and the role of religion in 
unexplained phenomenon form 
the pivot for the show. Eerie in 
the extreme, with fabulous edit¬ 
ing, creepy music, and the emo¬ 
tionally engaging Ulrich, who 
could give David Duchovny a run 
for his X-Files cult status, Miracles 
is the best show ABC has pre¬ 
miered in eons, well worth a look. 
Instead of folks desperate to em¬ 
barrass themselves before an au¬ 
dience of millions, Miracles pre¬ 
sents real drama, good acting 
and, hey, story. Can you imagine? 

Art imitated life post-Presi- 
dential speech when CBS aired an 
edgy episode of their ratings- 
loser Without a Trace, which runs 
against ER, so, like most of Amer¬ 
ica, we rarely watch it. This 
episode dealt with how the ac¬ 
tions of others can easily be mis¬ 
construed when we filter every¬ 
thing through the lens of 9/11. 
Compelling drama with no easy 
answers. Give this show a second 
look. . 

Speaking of second looks, Bill 
Clinton and Bob Dole have been 
hired by CBS for 10 episodes of 
60 Minutes to do Firing Line-s tyle 
commentating a la Mark Shields 
and David Brooks on PBS’ News- 
Hour. Dole was nearly killed in 
World War II, where he perma¬ 
nently lost the use of his arm. Bill 
Clinton’s refusal to go to Vietnam 
has long been the source of Re¬ 
publican ire against him. Watch¬ 
ing these two debate the war in 
the coming months, especially as 
both tend to speak their minds 
regardless of party affiliations 
(Dole, for example, was an early 
opponent of war on Iraq), should 
provide more than just star- 
power ratings. Certainly it would 
be nice to remember what smart 
politicians sound like. 

Finally, when the Watergate 
story broke (we were in high 
school), we recall being ordered 
to watch the endless newscasts by 
our normally anti-TV mother, 
who intoned, “This is history in 
the making.” That said, stay 
tuned. And don’t forget to duck 
and cover. T

fun-house atmosphere and end¬ 
less mirrors that reflect and ob¬ 
scure the action. Star Bill Harri¬ 
son, whose dick is long enough to 
bounce off his kneecaps (when it’s 
not hitting some cocksucker’s 
lower intestine), finds a ticket to 
the “Bijou,” a mysterious theater 
set up in a New York brownstone. 
Its apparent purpose? To let him 
explore all manner of sexual fan¬ 
tasies. Nominally straight, the 
character butt-fucks his way to 
bliss with a variety of hunks seen 
in half-light or almost no light. 
Poole drenches the action in psy¬ 
chedelic effects, all created, in the 
best indie style, within the cam¬ 
era, to save money. This “Bijou” is 
an artful reimagining of the plea¬ 
sures of the baths, where time 
stops and anonymity inspires 
endless sensual scenarios, howev¬ 
er brief. It’s also Poole’s most 
searching vision of the pleasur¬ 
able future that was supposed to 
follow sexual liberation. (3/14)

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Wakefield Poole 
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where he startled and entranced 
adult tricks with his sheer direct¬ 
ness. His later, more conventional 
career as a Broadway choreogra¬ 
pher and dancer brought him in 
contact with many luminaries, in¬ 
cluding Debbie Reynolds, Jane 
Powell, Stephen Sondheim, Hal 
Prince, and Rock Hudson (whose 
bed he shared). He even met both 
of the witches from Oz, Margaret 
Hamilton and Billie Burke. 

Being a mostly guilt-free homo 
(and occasional bisexual, even 
married once), Poole dabbled in 
all the rituals of the with-it mod¬ 
ern queer of the era, including pa¬ 
tronizing New York’s pornhouses. 
It was after a 1970 screening of 
Highway Hustler — featuring a 
sodomy scene complete with 
knife to the throat — that Poole 
realized he could do better. 

Boys in the Sand is a happy, if 
occasionally dated, marriage of 
lyrical imagery and sweaty sex, 
starring porn legend Casey Dono¬ 
van ( aka Cal Culver). Donovan 
was ideal for Poole’s purpose of 
liberating queer sex films from the 
grainy, guilty loop mentality. His 
face, said the director, was “perfect 
— the type you see in magazine 
ads, not porno movies.” The film 
has an ambitious three-part struc¬ 
ture. The opening scene riffs on 
Venus Rising, with Donovan run¬ 
ning through the woods in bell- 
bottoms (period couture freaks, 
take note), coming to rest on a 
beach, where he strips down. 
Peter Fisk (the director’s 
boyfriend at the time) rises out of 
the water to join Donovan for 
some sexual gymnastics. Poole 
doesn’t stint on the hardcore ac¬ 
tion, but infuses it with artful 
shots of ocean waves and abstract 
leaf patterns that give it a sense of 
poetry. These give the film a hith¬ 
erto unglimpsed mystical quality, 
but must have sent some viewers, 
anxious for that quick, shame- 
charged orgasm, screaming to¬ 
ward the exit. 

Parts two and three are varia¬ 
tions on the theme of hedonism 
and sexual freedom, with some 
witty touches added. To indicate 
time passing, Poole shows calen¬ 
dar pages burning away. Again 
Donovan’s lover arises from water 
— after he throws a magic mail¬ 
order pill into a swimming pool. 
Part three shows Poole’s spunk in 
coupling Donovan with a black 
man, Tommy Moore, not a com¬ 
mon occurrence at the time. The 
film stresses another kind of lib¬ 
eration throughout in keeping the 
characters’ sexuality fluid, far 
from the typical trope of the day. 
Poole’s simple direction to the ac¬ 
tors says it all: “No top, no bot¬ 
tom, just two men discovering 
each other.” 

Boys in the Sand (nee Boys in 
the Band), shot in the mythic 
brambles and beaches of Fire Is¬ 
land, broke taboos in other ways. 

It was purportedly the first “all¬ 
male” movie reviewed in Variety, 
and the first to garner a recurring 
ad in the stuffy New York Times. 
All this on a budget of under 
$5,000 — though, as Poole told 
me, “This was at the height of my 
drug use, so don’t hold me to it!” 
(3/14) 

Endless pleasures 

. His next film, Bijou, would 
cost almost six times that much, 
despite the fact that it’s shot al¬ 
most entirely in an apartment. 
This entrancing netherworld is 
replete with strobe lights, multi¬ 
ple screens, black-velvet drapings, 
neon signs (“Remove Clothes”), 
and pervasive shadows. Poole 
conjures a sensual demimonde of 
narcissistic lust, complete with 
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Poole sent up The Bible (1974) 


His next project was The Bible 
(1974), a softcore hetero send-up 
of that oddly influential old book, 
starring Georgina Spelvin. The 
cost was $100,000, and it flopped, 
no doubt because softcore films 
were of little interest once hard¬ 
core had taken hold. (3/15) In 
1977, Poole made Take One, a 
much-remarked sexual docudra- 
ma filmed partly at San Francis¬ 
co’s Nob Hill Theater. This ambi¬ 
tious film featured, among its 
thrills, real-life incest between two 
hunky Latino brothers. Take One 
was preceded during its first run 
at the Nob Hill by Roger, Poole’s 
short, stylized loop of one of gay 
porn’s early superstars, oiled to 
the tits and masturbating. (3/21)

No gender 

I t was a real kick in the derriere last 
week to hear “sexologist” Carole 
Queen probe “gender outlaw” Kate 
Bornstein for higher truths about the 
struggle to be free of suffocating gen¬ 
der definitions. I come from a long line 
of southwestern Neanderthals who 
ought to have died out eons ago, but 
instead continued to propagate with 
the notion that they were “real men” in 
contrast to fags and sissies, and 
“women” were their property. The so- 
called men of our tribe defended 
themselves against anything remotely 
feminine. They would have pummeled 
any guy wearing so much as a kilt. 

In today’s world, guys can get away 
with so much more, including passing 
as girls. Ditto girls passing as guys. But 
“passing” isn’t quite the right term, as 
the audience for the talk between 
Queen and Bornstein, held in the 
Main Library, easily understood. “In¬ 
habiting” another gender is more like 
it. Or “trying out” various gender at¬ 
tributes. In Bornstein’s world, such di¬ 
vergence from the basic Captain 
Kirk/Neanderthal model of manhood, 
on the path to becoming Gender Out¬ 
law or even Gender Freak, is assumed 
to be the natural way of things. It’s the 
Kirks of our world who screw things 
up, while the Gender Outlaws are here 
to rescue us from straight jackets'. 

Bornstein identifies as a transgen¬ 
der person, neither male nor female, 
but another essence altogether, as “no 
gender.” She appears to be a woman, 
but insists she is not. She seems in a 
kind of limbo, but that’s coming from 
someone who ranked as a “gender 
novice” on Bornstein’s Gender Apti¬ 
tude Test, and though I do get “the gen¬ 
der willies”'on occasion, I’m pretty 
much in the “if it’s got a dick, it’s a guy” 
category. Blame my Neanderthal genes. 

How does she do it? How does she 
keep “hir” (neither his nor her) balance 
and perspective in a gender-disordered 
world? The audience at the Library, 
mostly young and dykish, were looking 
up to Bornstein as a role model for how 
to behave, how to be not ruled by stereo¬ 
types, how to be free to explore and 
adopt any gender traits they feel suit 
them, rules be damned. At the outset, 
Bornstein admitted she’d done a lot of 
drugs in hir early days as a “man,” no 
doubt psychedelics among them, since 
hir world without gender requires the 
kind of fluidity and ability to grasp mul¬ 
tiple perspectives simultaneously that 
you get by doing copious amounts of 
hallucinogens, then realizing there are no 
walls to confine you nor floors to sup¬ 
port you, that you’re in fact free-floating 
in cosmic chaos. Once you’ve mastered 
the trick, you can be anything you want 
and the universe smiles upon you. ▼

Wakefield Poole classics out on DVD

•W. Griffith didn’t invent the 
| movies, but he’s thought of 
as their father. Similarly, 
while Wakefield Poole didn’t in¬ 
vent pornography, there’s no 
doubt he’s the father of contem¬ 
porary gay porn. Like Griffith, 
Poole was not only the first to 
bring a creative vocabulary of film 
technique to his work, but 
thought his medium could, and 
should, have artistic aspirations. 
Poole’s trailblazing is abundantly 
evident in the splendid double- 
DVD set, The Wakefield Poole Col¬ 
lection, 1972-'86, produced by 
Mercury Releasing, a division of 
TLA Video. 

The set resurrects as hand¬ 
somely as possible Poole’s historic 
first two movies, Boys in the Sand 
and Bijou, and bookends them 
with Poole’s last movie, the sequel 
Boys in the Sand II. Beside the 
three digitally remastered feature 
films, the set’s six bountiful hours 
of material include five bonus 
shorts, generous image galleries, a 
director’s commentary track for 
each of the features, and, most re- 
wardingly, a 90-minute documen¬ 
tary created especially for the set, 
The Godfathers of Porn, in which 
veteran gay filmmaker Jerry Dou¬ 
glas steers Poole through detailed 
accounts of each film’s creation, 
and in its concluding revelations 
brings the director movingly to 
tears. All told, The Wakefield Poole 
Collection is a bonanza of goodies 
that’s simplyLreaSurable. 

If Boys in the Sand has some 
impressive cock worship (Poole 
was always enraptured by a hard- 
on) and stretches of good sex, it 
also seems charmingly antique by 
today’s standards. Yet it was revo¬ 
lutionary when it opened in 1972. 
Poole and Douglas describe in 
their conversation the dreary 
porn that was being screened at 
the time, and Poole modestly re¬ 
lates how he envisioned erotic 
movies that were neither offensive 
nor degrading to performers as 
well-as the audience. “I made 
Boys,” Poole says, “because I want¬ 
ed to see something people could 
be proud of.” 

Even if it was the right mo¬ 
ment in history for audiences to 



be proud of gay sexuality, Poole’s 
film matched his ideals. It’s fun 
now to see how the filmmaking 
improves as the film goes along (it 
was made in sequence, with Poole 
learning every step of the way). 
Yes, the set-ups seem inter¬ 
minable, and the actual genital 
contact is too often ob¬ 
scured in shadow. Poole ex¬ 
plains how distressed he 
was about the leaf pat¬ 
terns caused by the 
boughs he was forced to 
shoot through while 
making the first two 
parts of the 
movie. He 
suggests 
hopefully, 

“It makes things seem voyeuris¬ 
tic.” Then he shrugs, “We take 
what we can get.” In 1972, this 
chiaroscurist sex was a prize. And 
there isn’t a pornographer at work 
today who would even consider 
shooting an entire movie under 
available light, as Poole did. If 
Boys is now a cherishable curio, 
it’s still obvious how at one time 
it stood as a proud promise for 
porn’s positive future. Filmed in 
upscale surroundings, its clean- 
cut performers fulfill each other’s 
sexuality, and are credited for it — 
at the time, all rather novel ap¬ 
proaches. 

Orgy star 

For me, though, the greater 
success came with Poole’s second 
movie, the mysteriously brooding 
Bijou. With its emphasis on am¬ 
biance over overt sex, it’s the first 
example of what I’ve called art- 


porn, and what Poole later called 
(when asked what he’d like to see 
in today’s porn) “a little brain sex.” 
In it, a heterosexual man finds 
himself the centerpiece of an all¬ 
male orgy. While neither resisting 
nor initiating advances, the enig¬ 
matic man (portrayed by the in¬ 
credibly hung Bill Harrison) be¬ 
trays no emotion. Only when he 
leaves the event does he break into 
a smile. 

The Bijou party encapsulates 
the sexual revolution of the ’70s. 
“I wanted to show that a straight 
man could go and experience 
something and think of it as a 
kick,” Poole says in his commen¬ 
tary. And what a true picture of 
the ’70s it is: liberating, enrap¬ 
tured with male sexuality, hedo¬ 
nistic, drugged, and, yes, melan¬ 
choly. “It’s more of a ritual than 
an orgy,” Poole says, “but that’s 
what I wanted.

set to the brooding music 
of Gustav 
Holst’s 
The Plan¬ 
ets, with 
that composer’s longing for the in¬ 
effable throwing an unfulfillable 
yearning over the movie’s sex. 

Bijou, you know, is French-for 
jewel, and Bijou is a jewel of male 
sex art. As the industry that 
sprang from Poole’s revolution 
typically exchanged art for com¬ 
merce, Bijou has remained an 
Everest to which few succeeding 
filmmakers have even cared to 
mount an expedition. Poole’s is 
the porn of an empowering, liter¬ 
ate, and most important, creative 
person — as typified by the O. 
Henry twists at the end of each 
segment of Boys, and Bill Harri¬ 
son’s smile in the last frame of 
Bijou: sheer cinema. The art of 
porn was born and lives within 
the films of The Wakefield Poole 
Collection. T
